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MAKING A NEW CABINET 


BENJ. BR. BREWSTER NOMINATED 
FOR ATIORNEY-GENERAL. 

AN APPOINTMENT THAT CREATES MUCH SAT- 
ISFACTION—MR. BREWSTER’S CAREER 
AND HIGH REPUTATION AT THE BAR— 
MESSRS. BOUTWELL, HOWE, AND CHAF- 
FEE ON THE CABINET SLATE. 

WasHineton, Dec. 16.—The nomination 
gf the Hon. Benjamin Harris Brewster, of 
Pennsylvania, to be Attorney-General of the 
United States, was sent to the Senate by the 
President to-day, and was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. It will undoubtedly be 
promptly confirmed. Although the President 
has been very reticent concerning his 
Cabinet appointments, there have for some 
time been indications that Mr. Brewster 
would be Mr. MacVeagh’s successor, 
and his nomination has been predicted in THE 
Truxs. The selection of this eminent lawyer 
is very satisfactory to all who desire to see an 
honest and efficient administration of the De- 
partment of Justice, and is very unsatisfacto- 
ry to the star route ring. 

The President has now chosen three of the 
members of his Cabinet—Mr, Frelinghuysen, 
Mr. Folger, and Mr. Brewster, There are the 
best of reasons for believing that those who 
are to occupy the remaining four places have 
already been selected and that President Ar- 
thur’s Cabinet will be made up as follows: 

Secretary of State—FREDERICK T. FRELING- 
HUYSEN, of New Jersey. 

Secretary of the Yreasury—CHaRLes J. 
Foucer, of New York. 

Secretary of War—RosBert T. LINcoLy, of 
ilinois. 

Secretary of the Navy—GerorGE 8. Bovur- 
WELL, of Massachusetts. 

Postmaster-General—TrmotHy O. Hown, of 
Wisconsin. 

Secretary of the Intertor—Jreroms B. 
CHAFFEE, of Colorado. 

Attorney-General — BENJAMIN HARRIS 
BREWSTER, of Pennsylvania. 

It is not expected that the nominations for 
the War, Navy, Post Office, and Interior De- 
partments will be sentin until after the holi- 
day recess, although it may be necessary to 
appoint Mr. James’s successor before that 
time. Some changes may be made in the list 
given above as regards the four places yet to 
be filled, for changes have been made at the 
last moment in some Cabinets which were 
supposed to be finally arranged; but at the 
present time the distribution set forth above 
may be regarded as one which has been deter- 
mined upon. 

Benjamin Harris Brewster, the nominee for 
Attorney-General, was born in Salem County, 
N. J., on Oct. 13, 1816. His family was 
wealthy, and his father was a lawyer who 
stood high at the Bar of Philadeinhia. He was 
educated at Princeton, where he was gradu- 
ated in 1834. Having studied law under the 
firection of Eli K. Price, he was admitted to 
the Bar of Philadelphia in 1838, and was 
soon afterward appointed by President Polk 
so pass upon the claims of the Cherokee Indians 
against the United States. Beginning thus fa- 
yorably, he rapidly acquired a large practice 
and a reputation’as one of the best advocates 
at the Philadelphia Bar. His reputation in- 
creased with his years, and for more than a 
generation he has been known all over the 
country asa lawyer and orator. He was ap- 
pointed Attorney-General of Pennsylvania b 
Gov. Geary in 1867, and continued in that of- 
fice fortwo years. He has been repeatedly 
named for other offices, such as United States 
Senator, Attornev-General of the United 
States, and District Attorney of Philadelphia, 
but did not obtain any of them because he did 
not actively seek them. Mr. Brewster has 
never been a politician in the sense in which 
that term is usually understood. He has al- 
ways taken a deep interest in politics, but has 
never sought to profit by them. Heisabeliever 
In civil service reform, and inthe theory thata 
man should be shown to be honest and capa- 
ble before he is elected or appointed to an of- 
fice. It may easily be understood, therefore, 
shat he has never been the favorite of the be- 
lievers in the ‘ spoils” system, who usually 
tontrol conventions. Yet, so great was his 
reputation and popularity thatin 1877, when 
he was the Jorking Men’s nominee for 
District Attorney of Philadelphia, he 
came within one vote of obtaining the 
nomination in the Republican, Convention 
although the ‘bosses’ were opposed to him. 
As a matter of fact, it is reported that Mr. 
Brewster has lost appointments to many high 
offices because he would not pledge himself to 
use their patronage for the benefit of the per- 
sons who offered them to him. Mr. Brewster 
is a profound scholar and an admirable writer 
npon historical and literary topics, and as an 
orator is wondrously eloquent. On the polit- 
ical platform he is always welcome, and his 
speeches in the last Présidential campaign 
were among the most effective delivered for 
the Kepublican Party.

THE NEW-YORK POST OFFICE CLAIM. 
QUESTIONABLE TRANSACTIONS IN WHICH THE 
SUPERVISING ARCHITECT IS INVOLVED. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 16.—The claim of 
Sub-contractor James M. Wilbur now before 
the Senate Committee on Claims for over $47,- 
000 for ‘‘ extra work’’ alleged to have been 
done in the construction of the New-York 
Post Office is in some respects a curious one, 
because it has been the means of suggesting 
Improper motives in certain quarters, even 
though the claim be actually an honest one. 
[t appears that Bartlett, Robbins & Co., an 
iron firm, of Baltimore, entered into a con- 
tract to furnish certain material and do cer- 
tain work necessary for the completion of 





the New-York Post Office Building in 
the early part of 1874. One branch of 
the service required by the contract 


was the furnishing and setting of the 
illuminated tiling for the sidewalks, 
skylights, and floors of the building. In making 
their bid for the work, Bartlett, Robbins & 
Co, submitted various samples of illuminated 
files, and the Treasury Department selected 
the sample made by Wilbur, as it afford- 
ed a greater area of illuminating sur- 
face than any other sample submit- 
ted. Under this contract Messrs. Bartlett, 
Robbins & Co. proceeded with the work and 
completed it. Their entire claims for extra 
service and materials have been adjusted and 
settled. At the time the work was begun, and 
for some time thereafter, Bartlett, Robbins & 
Co. and Mr. Wilbur were on very friendly 
terms. For some reason not yet made public 
they became involved in a controversy, and 
their former friendly relations were converted 
into feelings of a most hostile character. Mr. 
Wilbur alleges that he was required to per- 
. form more work than was called for by the 
priginal contract, and that afterward Bartlett, 
Robbins & Co. refused to make aclaim for 
ton in order to injure and embarrass 

im. 

The law and the rulings of the department 
are explicit and uniform on one point, name- 
ly, that the Government cannot recognize a 
sub-contractor, and, as a consequenee, the sub- 
contractor’s remedy must be by claim er suit 
against the contractor, whois his principal. 
If however, the courts should decide that the 
sub-contractor, as is claimed in this case, has 
performed necessary work in addition to that 
required by the contract, then the contractor 
would have a legal and equitable claim 
against the Government, but would stand as 
pa single intermediary who could have no 

d reason for the refusal to prove, or 
pay the sub-contractor’s just claim, In this 
case, however, it appears that Mr. Wilbur has 
thus far failed to substantiate his claim ina 
suit against Bartlett, Robbins & Co., and he 
should, therefore, according to law, precedent. 
and ruling, be without standing before the de- 


artment. Here, however, the real mystery 
this case begins. 

The Superv Architect of the Treasury 

De ent, Mr. Hill, in defiance of law and 


of the uniform rulings of the Treasur 


partment, recognized 
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standing in the department as a claimant, 
This Mr. Hill did after his attention had been 
called to the matter. Immediately following 
this action Architect Hill endeavored to ob- 
tain from Gen. Steinmetz, Superintendent of 
Construction of the New-York Post Office, but 
whose connection with the Government had 
in the meantime ceased, a statement or certifi- 
cate that Mr. Wilbur had performed work in 
addition to the contract quantity, and that he 
(Steinmetz) had ordered it to bedone. Gen. 


Steinmetz, in reply, called the attention 
of the Supervising Architect to the 
fact that the contracts were on file 


in his office; that the original drawings 
were also on file in that office; that the buila- 
ing had been examined and re-examined by 
his own experts, so called, and thatit was only 
necessary for them to decide whether the work 
and material in the building were more valu- 
able and extensive than the contract had called 
for, Gen. Steinmetz further answered that, as 
he (Gen. Steinmetz) had never been 
yested with authority to make or extend 
contracts, or to incur expense or liability, 
it was a matter of no moment to Mr. Wilbur 
or tothe department whether he had or had 
not required extra service by the contractor or 
by the sub-contractor beyond the contract re- 
quirements. This reply compelled Mr. Hiil to 
face the responsibility, and to prove, in ad- 
dition, that extra work had been performed 
before he could make payment—a question, 
strange to say, that at this day even is in dis- 
pute, though it can be solved by comparing 
the contracts with the work actually done. 

About this time the relations between Mr. 
Wilbur and the Supervising Architect’s office, 
which had been remarkably cordial, became 
hostile. The reasons for this hestility have 
never been satisfactorily explained, and if 
they could be, or were, it would shed al! the 
light on the subject that is necessary to a clear 
and full understanding of this very remark- 
able case. Mr. Wilbur alleges that he agreed 
to pay a large sum of money toa person in 
Washington whose relations with the Super- 
vising Architect’s office are notorious, and 
who has been implicated in very discreditable 
transactions of the same character with 
that office, Mr. Wilbur says that his 
claim was not paid because he refused 
to pay a sum of money as_ black- 
mail. The Supervising Architect alleges, 
on the contrary, that he discovered that the 
claim was fraudulent, but failed to give any 
reason how and why it was that his discovery 
was made so late, he having previously, in de- 
fiance of law, and ignoring information given to 
him, placed Wilbur in recognition as a claim- 
ant before the department, as if he had been a 
principal contractor.

NEW-YORE’S WEAK DEFENSES. 
WHAT IS IMPERATIVELY NEEDED TO PRO- 
TECT THE HARBOR AND CITY. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 16.—The Secretary of 
War has sent to the Senate a report showing 
the condition of the fortifications intended for 
the defense of our coast line. He declares that 
it is not advisable to relinquish any of the sites 
belonging to our present maritime defenses. 
The report, which has been prepared by the 


Board of Engineers for Fortifications, contains 
the following in regard to New-York City: 


The importance of preventing a hostile fleet from 
taking possession of this harbor and the Cities ef 
New-York and Brooklyn, the Navy-yard, and the 
navigable waters of the Hudson cannot be over- 
estimated. In truth, the approaches by the eastern 
and southern entrances should be so thoroughly 
protected as to preclude attack. The State and 
local interests alone, setting aside those of the 
country, demand such protection, regardless 
of the amount of expenditure involved. 
Failure to successfully defend New-York in 
war, would bea calamity to the Nation, crippling 
its resources and humiliating in the extreme, while 
its possession would constitute the greatest possi- 
ble victory an enemy could achieve. The national 
sacrifice could not be measured by money interests, 
and the State and City and individual losses would 
be almost incalculable, many times greater than 
the cost of suitably fortifying the entire sea-coastiof 
our country. 


Of Fort Schuyler the report says: 


This three-tier, casemated work was designed in 
connection with a large fort at Willet’s Point, on 
the opposite side of the channel, to close the east- 
ern entrance to New-York. The two finished 
would have constituted an excellent defense for 
the eastern entrance to the harbor against hostile 
tleets as constituted 25 years ago—mostly sailing 
vessels with light armaments—but would be quite 
inefficient to meet naval attacks at the present 
time. Plans made by the Board of Engineers for 
the modification of Fort Schuyler so thatit may 
receive large guns upon its ramparts have been in 
part carried out, as well as those for interior bat- 
teries, perhaps the more important of the two. 
The eompletion of the work thus devised is im- 
perative. 


The toilowing statement is made concerning 
Willet’s Point: 

A large barbette battery for heavy guns, de- 
signed to occupy the crest of this height, has been 
in part completed. It ought to be finished without 
delay, as the readiest means of giving some degree 
of protection, if not entire security, to this posi- 
tion. The casemated work had made but little 
progress when its construction was arrested. It 
it but asmall factor in the defense of Willet’s 
Point. It seems probable that the importance of 
this position will demand the planning of further 
works, probably turrets for 100-ton guns, to aid in 
effectually closing the channel between Fort 
Schuyler and willet’s Point. Torpedoes will 
prove a failure unless the shore batteries are pow- 
erful enough to keep hostile ships at a distance. 


The board makes the following reference to 
the southern entrance to New-York and the 
Narrows: 


The most advanced position on this southern ap- 
proach intended to be occupied is Sandy Hook. 
The large casemated work devised for this site was 
commenced in 1837. Though the lower tier of case- 
mates is in part completed, its arrangements re- 
quire thorough modification to suit it to modern 
artillery. Its purpose is to prevent the oc- 
cupation of Lower New-York Bay by an en- 
emy’s fleet, as also to command the main channel 
of entrance. It seems probable that a strong work 
at this point, were the passage at the Narrows 
thoroughly closed, would preclude vessels from at- 
tempting torun the gantiet of its fire, for the ob- 
ect to be attained, viz.,an anchorage under the 
ee of Sandy Hook, Fort Hamilton, on the east 
side, with its exterior batteries, and Forts 
Wadsworth and Tompkins opposite, on Staten 


Island, with a leng line ef barbette bat- 
teries, constitute the defense of the Nar- 
rows. The three forts are essentially finished, 


but neither Forts Hamilton nor Wadsworth can 
mount guns of the calibre now needed. Fort 
Tompkins will admit large guns upon its ramparts. 
The defense of this position must be made by the 
barbette batteries, armed with 10 and 12 imch rifles. 
So important is it to close the Narrows against a 
hostile fleet, and so fatal would e its 
passage, that the Board of Engineers regard 
the construction of iron revolving turrets for eight 
100-ton guns, aided by several lines of torpedoes, 
as essential to secure that end. The forts and ex- 
terior batteries on Governor’s Island and Bedloe’s 
Island constitute the interior line of defense of 
New-York Harbor. Should the Narrows be forced 
by a fleet, unless it were much crippled, it is proba- 
ble that this inner line would fail of its purpose. 
It might, however, be quite effectual as against a 
single vessel or even two or more, should that 
number run the gantlet of the forts and torpedo 
lines below. They have always been regarded as 
an important part of the defenses of New-York. 
The earthen batteries are the essential features of 
this line, and if armed with 12-inch rifles of the 
longest range, they could attack approaching ships 
as soon as they left the range of fire of the forts at 
the Narrows. In fact, there would be no position, 
except in the Kill von Kull between Fort 
Wadsworth and Bedloe’s Island, that a ship 
could lie out of the reach of guns of 
one or the other position. These batteries, how- 
ever, may be looked _— as of secondary impor- 
tance compared with those of the advanced posi- 
tion; but for a harbor so valeable as that of New- 
York, no single line of defense should be relied on. 
Even all the defenses hitherto projected may be 
insufficient to secure this City beyond perad- 
venture.

ANOTHER DELUGE OF BILLS. 

CALL OF STATES IN THE HOUSE STILL 
INCOMPLETE—SEVERAL HUNDRED BILLS 
PRESENTED. ; 

Wasnineton, Dec. 16.—The call of States 
was resumed in the House to-day, and several 
hundred additional bills were introduced, 
most of them being for the granting of pen- 
sions and for various forms of relief to indi- 
viduals. Of the bills introduced a large pro- 
portion are measures that were on the House 
calendars when Congress adjourned in March 
last, and it is probable that; a large majority of 
these will be found on the calendars when the 
present Congress adjourns in March, 1883. 

Mr. Bliss, of New-York, revived tho bill of 
last session for the sale of the Wallabout Bay 
property for the purpose of erecting thereon a 


market house, and also a bill providing for the 
erection of a Court-house in Brooklyn. The 
bill introduced at the last session by Fernando 
Wood providing for the sale of the old Post

to the Chamber of Commerce, of that City, 
was reintroduced by n. McCook and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds. At the last session this bill 
was referred to and_ formally reported 
by the Committee of Ways and eans. 
Gen. McCook wanted to have it 
again referred to that committee, but. 
the Speaker decided that it properly belonged 
to Public Buildings and Grounds, At the re- 
quest of one of his constituents, who seems 
possessed with an idea that Congress can do 
anything, Mr. Scoville, of New-York, intro- 
duced a bill providing for the sale by the State 
of New-York of the Erie Canal to the United 
States, and the extension of the canal at the 
expense of the Government. The bill further 
provides that after the canal is extended 
the Government shall conduct its manage- 
ment. An important measure was _ pre- 
sented by Mr. Hewitt, of New-York, which 
proposes to amend existing law so as 
to enable American citizens to purchase for- 
eign-built ships and to supply them with 
American registers. Mr. Chalmers introduced 
a bill to regulate and improve the civil service. 
It is in some particulars similar to that intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mr. Pendleton. It pro- 
vides that the number of employes in the civil 
service shall be equally distributed according 
to population among the States, Territories, 
and the District of Columbia, and 


shall be equally distributed in States 
among Congressional Districts. Original 
entrance into the service shall be 
at the lowest grade. It divides 


the subordinate positions in each department 
into four classes, and fixes the first term of 
service at one year, the second at two years, 
the third at three years, and the fourth at four 
years from the passage of the act, so that not 
more than one-fourth of the employes shall go 
out of service in one year. After the first four 
years, it fixes the term of service at four years 
for each class. The bill makes it unlawful for 
employes to contribute money for election 
purposes, 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Manning, of 
Mississippi, to reorganize the United States 
Supreme Court, providing for the designation 
by the President of two Assistant Chief-Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, and for the divi- 
sion of the court into three branches, each to 
be composed of the Chief-Justice or an Assist- 
ant Chief-Justice and two Associate Justices. 
Provision is made for assigning as nearly as 
possible equal amounts of the business of the 
court to the several divisions, but in such 
a manner that all equity cases shall be 
assigned to one division, common law 
cases to the second division, and Admiralty 
and revenue causes, in which the United States 
is directly or indirectly a party, to the third di- 
vision; but when the record requires a con- 
struction of the Constitution or a treaty there- 


‘with, and when causes are brought on writs of 


error from the Supreme Court of any State, 
the same shall be considered by the court in 
general session. If all or two-thirds of the 
Justices assigned to the division before which 
a case isargued concur inthe judgment there- 
on such judgment shall be reported to the full 
bench, and no review shali of right accrue to 
any person, Mr. Dowd, of North Carolina, 
presented a bill to prevent fraud and combina- 
tion in contracts for carrying the mails, and to 
encourage local competition. A bill appropri- 
ating $50,000 for the relief of Mrs. Garfield was 
offered by Mr. Townsend, of Ohio. 

A resolution introduced by Mr. Cox requests 
the President to furnish the House with all 
correspondence between the United States and 
Great Britain in relation to the imprisonment 
of American citizens in Ireland. Before the 
call of States began, Mr. Robinson, of New- 
York, attempted to get in a resolution on this 
subject under cover of a question of privilege, 
but the House would not listen to him, and he 
was forced to postpone his ,harangue. His 
resolution is as follows: 


Whereas, On the centennial anniversary of the 
pulling down ef the English flag at Yorktown by 
Washington and his compatriots, that English flag 
was rehoisted and saluted, without authority of 
Congress or custom; and 

Whereas, At the very time when that salute was 
given the English Government was trampling on 
the last vestiges of free government by suspend- 
ing the right of habeas corpus, suppressing public 
meetings, and crewding their jails with honorabie 
gentlemen accused of crime, some of them Ameri- 
can citizens, and others the chosen and honored 
representatives in Parliament of their own people; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That we extend our sympathies to 
those patriots and members of Parliament suffer- 
ing imprisonment under unheard of despotism. 

Resolved, Thut this House does not approve of 
the salute given to the flag representing this un- 
heard-of despotism, and that said salute was un- 
timely, uncalled for, and unusual, and was insult- 
ing tothe memory or the brave men who, a hun- 
dred years ago, pulled it down and hoped it would 
never be raised again on American soil; insulting 
to, millions of our fellow-citizens, to whom and 
whose ancestors it was and is the emblem of tyran- 
ny, and insulting to other friendly powers whose 
flags were not saluted, though they deserved equal, 
if not superior, recognition. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of State is hereby 
directed to communicate to this House at the earli- 
est possible moment whether any person or persons 
claiming to be American citizens are now, or re- 
cently have been, suffering imprisonment in British 
jails, and, if so, what crimes are alleged against 
them, what efforts have been made to secure their 
speedy trial or release, with all correspondence re- 
lating to the same. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of Sfate is hereby 
also directed to communicate to this House copies 
of all correspondence with foreign Governments 
within the present year relative to the extradition 
of alleged criminals. or in relation to the saered 
right of asylum in these United States, 

Resolved, That while we appreciate the womanly 
sympathy of Victoria in the sorrows of our de- 
parted President’s family, and can excuse her for 
not being familiar with our written Constitution, 
yet her Ministers should have known that the re- 
ception of “ present, of any kind whatever, by 
any person holding office under the United States, 
without the consent of Congress, would be a viola- 
tion of our Constitution, and an invasion of the 
privileges of this House. 


The call of States was not completed to-day, 
the call stopping with Pennsylvania. It will 
be resumed on Monday next, to which day 
the House adjourned, A resolution to adjourn 
from Dec. 21 to Jan. 5 was adopted and sent 
to the Senate. It is expected that the Speaker 
will announce the standing committees on 


Tuesday next.

TALK IN THE SENATE. 
SPEECHES ON WOMAN SUFFRAGE AND 
FINANCE BY MESSRS. VEST AND VOORHEES, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Mr. Hoar’s wom- 
an suffrage resolution was again under discus- 
sion in the Senate to-day, and was again laid 
aside for the regular order. The discussion 
was begun by Mr. Vest, who said the Senate 
now had 41 committees with messengers 
and clerks, one-half of whom were liter- 


ally withouf employment. He had been 
informed by the Sergeant-at-Arms that 
he must have, if the resolution 


was adopted, six additional messengers. The 
Committees on Territories and Privileges and 
Elections were open to the inquiry, and had 
not now before them a single proposition on 
the subject. There was another committee 
that would do ample justice to it, one to 
which he referred most respectfully, that 
on Revolutionary Claims. If there was 


any revolutionary claim in this country that 
should go to that committee it was that for 
woman suffrage, for it would revolutionize so- 
ciety, religion, and woman’s proper position 
in the family circle as wife and mother, for 
she was this and not a politician and voter. As 
the Committee on Revolutionary Claims had be- 
fore it only one bill in 30 years, it would 
be able to give the woman suffragists its undi- 
vided attention, and they would there find at 
least one undisturbed haven of rest. That 
committee needed, in Western phrase, some 
stirring up, and what could stir up this 
most venerable and respectable institution 
more than a delegation of the ‘‘strong- 
minded” with short hair and _ shorter 
skirts invading its dignifiedrealm and demand- 
ing attention while it illustrated the ecstasies 
of female suffrage. Moreover, if these ladies 
could ever succeed in obtaining, in the provi- 
dence of God, a report from that committee, 
it would end the question forever, because the 
publie at large, himself included, in view of 
that exhibition of thepower of female bland- 
ishment and female influence, wculd surren- 
der at once, and female suffrage would become 
constitutional and legal. 

After some further discussion, the mornin 
hour expired and the subject was dreptied 
The assignments to committees agreed upon 
by the mublican caucus were then an- 
nounced, after which Mr.

to the financial aistress of the country during 
the five years prior to 1878, and following the 
act demonetizing silver, and said that while 
this distress was not due to that legislation the 
act was a potent factor ina general scheme for 
the contraction of money and the consequent 
overthrow of business prosperity. It was one 
of several kindred measures designed to the 
same end and looking to the benefit of the 
money-lending usurers engaged in making 
money scarce and dear, the rate of interest 
high, wages low, and the times hard for all 
but bond and mortgage holders. The law 
of a Democratic Congress in 1878, re- 
storing silver circulation by means af 
certificates and coin, broke the nightmare spell 
of financial prostration, and quickened the 
vitality of every business enterprise. The ca- 
pricious exercise by different Secretaries 
of the Treasury of the vast and dan- 
gerous power of contracting the cur- 
rency and tightening the money market at 
the instance of the national batiks, who would 
have driven out of eirculation all kinds of 
money but their own, in order that they might 
have the whole financial field and all its profits 
to themselves, together with the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, more than all other causes 
combined, created and continued the panic 
of 1873. The act of May 31, 1878, pro- 
hibited the greenback money from bein 
touched, and the Treasury was thereby told 
to let the greenback circulation alone at the 
amount then outstanding. The answer to the 
cry that the Greenback cause was a failure 
is given in the fact that the amounts of 
greenbacks in circulation in 1878 and in 
1881, respectively, are exactly the same. 
That cause had achieved a eat and 
important victory, for the greenback currency 
remained steadfast, undeviating, and honored. 
Besides the act securing the greenback from 
further molestation, the subsequent step mak- 
ing it receivable for impost duties raised it to 
par with gold, and there it has refnained ever 
since. By these measures the currency had been 
reasonably expanded by the use of silver,and our 
entire circulation rendered stable and uniform 
in value, and to this was due the business 
prosperity of the country. It had been ac- 
complished against the avowed hostility and 
active energy of a Republican Administration. 
Mr. Voorhees characterized the reeommenda- 
tion of the Seeretary of the Treasury for the 
repeal of the authority for the silver 
certificates and for their early retirement 
as a wanton assaul{ upon the finan- 
cial stability and business prosperity of the 
whole country. It was deliberately proposed 
to retire more than $66,000,000 of money and 
destroy it, and the consequences of this could 
be imagined. The bare proposition to con- 
tract and disturb the currency at this time 
would create disorder and panic; but Congress 
is wiser than the executive department, and 
will pay no heed to this recommendation,

England has taken reasonable precautions to 
secure right of way.

he News, in a leading article, says: ‘‘ Mr. 
Blaine’s production contains an implication 
by no means courteous or considerate toward 
England. It is not at all impossible that 
what at the present moment is the Pan- 
ama difficulty has arisen quite as much 
from jealousy of vested rights as from 
lust of empire. It cannot _ seriously 
be the intention of the people of America to 
support the new doctrine of suzerainty.” The 
article concludes: ‘‘ Least of all countries can 
England consent to place the control of her 
vast commerce in the hands of any one, how- 
ever friendly, power.” 

The Times, in a leading article, admits that 
‘*Mr. Blaine’s contention is not wholly unrea- 
sonable. Heis taking precautions against a 
possible danger. If the United States cannot 
trust England, why should England be required 
to trust the United States? The temptation toa 
breach of faith is remotely contingent in the 
one case—it is quite certain in the other; and, 
with the existing unenlightened views of Amer- 
ican statesmen on commercial questions, it 
is likely enough that reasons, which would 
pass current with them, would be found for 
yielding to it. The letter of the law is on 
the side of England.”

THE INTERESTS OF INDIA, 

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—The Marquis of Hart- 
ington, Secretary of State for India, receiving 
a deputation from Manchester urging the total 
repeal of the Indian import duties, said that 
the recent statements in regard to the inten- 
tion of the Indian Government were undu- 
thorized and inaccurate. The present sys-

The Marquis regretted 
that the Cotton Supply Association had been 
allowed te expire, and said that if anything 
could be done to promote the growth of cotton 
in India it would be by bringing the cultivator 
into more direct contact with the English con- 
sumer,

THE RING THEATRE FIRE. 

Vienna, Dec. 16.—The name of the gen- 
tleman who has contributed $62,500 to the fund 
for the relief of the sufferers by the theatre fire 
is Goettel. He isan Austrian by birth, and is 
anaturalized American citizen. 

Some sensation has been caused by a baker’s 
statement that after escaping from the burn- 
ing theatre he purchased three candles and 
hastened back in the hope of saving some of 
the sufferers, but that the Police arrested him 
and refused to let him enter the building. 

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—The authorities of Liver- 
pool and of Glasgow are recommending pre- 
caution to be taken against fires at theatres. 

Paris, Dec. 16.—The Municipal Council has 
voted to give $1,000 to the fund in aid of the 
sufferers by the Vienna theatre fire. 

The Prefect of Police has prohibited the pub- 
lic from visiting the Dejazet Theatre until 
necessary alterations for the safety of the audi- 
ence are effected. It is stated that similar 
measures will be taken in the cases of four 
other theatres. 





BISMARCK’S TURKISH PLANS. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 16.—It is re- 
ported that Prince Bismarck has suggested to 
the Ottoman special mission to Berlin that it 
should visit Vienna instead of going to Rome,

A Berlin correspondent maintains the accu- 
racy of the statement that papers or plans, 
with the metal plates from which they were 
printed, were abstracted from the offices of 
the Grand General Staff. 

At the Wandsworth Police Court to-day, Dr. 
Lamson was examined on a charge of murder, 
in having caused the death of a student at the 
Blenheim House School, Wirabledon, with the 
view of succeeding to his property.

GEN. BEAVER PROBABLY THE REGULAR RE- 
PUBLICAN CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR— 
THE ANTI-MACHINE MEX. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.—The candidacy 
of Gen. Beaver for the Republican nomination 
for Governor next year has become well de- 
fined within afew days. The two candidates 
to whom it was considered Senator Cameron 
was most closely bound—Gen. Beaver and 

State Chairman Cooper—have been in Wash- 


ington fer a large part of the present week, 
and have fully ascertained the mind of Mr. 
Cameron. It is not questioned here by any of 
the active Republican politicians that this 
‘goes to the purpose of nominating Beaver, and 
of obliging Cooper to postpone or transfer his 
aspirations. It isthe general understanding that 
the campaign will at once open, and that the 
friends of Senator Cameron and Col. Quay 
will do their best to secure Gen. Beaver’s nom- 
ination. The State Conyention, it has been 
presumed, would not be held until May, or 
about that time, but it is now regarded as not 
unlikely that it may be called very early, as 
was the case in 1880, when it met in February, 
after an announcement of only a few weeks. 
Some delegates are already elected, having 
been chosen a year ahead by County Conven- 
tions or County Committees. Thetnumber of 
be a reach 40 or 50 out of a total number 
of 251. 

What attitude the anti-machine press in the 
Republican Party will assume toward Gen. 
Beaver is yet undetermined. The committee 
appointed by the recent Continental Hotel 
conference has not yet even met, though a 
meeting has now been called for Wednesday of 
next week, Dec. 21, in this city. Apparently, 
the Republicans represented by it will be un- 
able to regard Gen. Beaver as an acceptable 
candidate, for the simple reason that he is put 
forward by the very power which they heve 
organized to oppose.

The list of aspirants will be 
likely to be somewhat reduced. Mr. Mac-

The Prisonor—All this disability is occasioned by‘ 
my papers being suppressed by Corkhill; but the 
Lord Almighty will get even with him some time 
for persecuting a righteous man. ! 

Mr. Scoville read a letter written by the witness 
to the prisoner on July 25 stating that no paper in 
the country had mentioned his (the witness’s) 
visits to the prisoner in jail, and adding: ‘* Anything: 
you write me will be sacred from the public unless: 
it be some communication which you desire to 
reach the public.”” He asked the witness whether, 
the disclosures made by him yesterday could be 
called as ‘* kept sacred from the public.” ' 

The witness jreplied that he had not testified” 
to anything occurring since the date of that letter, : 

The prisoner broke in with frequent interrup- 
tions, both of the witness and of Mr. Scoville, tell-: 
ing the witness that he was lying and that he had 
played the part of amiserable spy, and telling his 
counsel that he was not ‘** pert’ this morning in hig 
cross-examination, and that he had better “let out 
the job,” as he had not sense enough to look ahead. 
and see what he was striking at. 

The witness stated, in response to a question by 
the District Attorney, that besides the persena 
motive of curiosity his reason for visiting the ja 
was to ascertain whether there was any Socialisti¢ 
plot in the assassination, and he was satisfied tha( 
there was not, and that he had no associate. 

‘“*That is entirely too thin,’ said the prisoner, 
‘*you went there as the special agent of the Gov- 
ernment. What is the use in tying about it?’ 

Mr. Scoville, having looked over the memoran- 
dum from which the witness had read yesterday, 
discovered parts that had not been read, as, fo 
instance, an expression by the prisoner that tha 
Socialists were a bad lot and were cranked; and a 
declaration that he could rank with Conkling 
Logan, and other Republican leaders. : 

[never said,” exclaimed the prisoner, “that | 
could rank with them, but,as a matter of fact, : 
think I could.” 

The witness, on being pressed by Mr. Scoville ta 
state why he had made memoranda of his visits t« 
the jailif he had-not expected to make use oj 
them, replied that it was to give correct informa: 
tion to the Attorney-General, and that after eack 
‘interview he recited to the Attorney-General and 
the District Attorney what had occurred, using his 
memoranda for the purpose. 

The District Attorney then read newspaper ex- 
tracts which the last witness had brought to the 
jail and read to the prisoner. They comprised tele- 
graphic dispatches from Senator Conkling, express- 
ing abhorrence of the prisoner’s act, also, reports 
of interviews with Fred Grant, Senator Logan, and 
others; also, editorials on the assassination. The 
reading was interrupted by exclamations from the 
prisoner, of which the following are types: “* That 
is false; Gen. Grant was always very kind ana 
polite to me. He liked the ring of my speech.” 
“Thatis what Fred Grant says. He is a nice 
youth; is he not? He istoolazyto get a decent 
living. He is a ‘ dead beat,’ notI.” ‘I used to be 
a member of Beecher’s Church. He was supposed 
to be a virtuous man then, and perhaps he is 
now.” “I used to go up to Logan, pat 
him on the back, and say. ‘How are you 
General?’ and he would say, ‘How are you, Gui 
teau?? He thought I was a good fellow. Then 
they all turned against me, just as Peter did when 
he denied the Saviour when he was on the crosg 
and in trouble. But they have got over it now, 
and they are coming up like proper men.” ‘ My 
life would have been snuffed out at the depot that 
























































































































































































































morning if God Almighty had not protected me. 
I was thinking about it this morning when |! 
awoke, and it seemed to me that that act was the 
most audacious thing a man eould éo—to shoo! 
down the President, surrounded by Cabinet officeri 
and the Police. I would not do it again for amillioz 
dollars. But I was in such a desperate state of mind 
under the pressure upon me that I could net hava 
resisted it if I were to be shot down the next mo- 
ment. My free agency was destroyed.” In refer. 
ence to another leh y we pred extract speaking of 
Guiteau’s boast that if he got the Austrian mission 
he would fill the position with proper dignity, he 
said: “That partis true.” [Laughter.] 

Mrs. Ellen C.,Grant, of Fourteenth-street, Wash- 
ington, was cailed as the next witness. As she 
took the stand the prisoner gave her his usual in- 
troduction, saying that she was a very fine lady 
and kept a first-class boarding-house, and that he 
owed her $47. Then he added: ‘‘I will pay you 
very shortly, Mrs. Grant. If these men do not re- 
spond that I called upon yesterday, I will call theiz 
names ‘rigbt out in meeting.’ ” 

The witness testified that the prisoner had 
boarded in her house 41 days, leaving on the last 
day of June. 

“That was,” said the District Attorney, “two 
days before the murder of the President !"’ 

“The doctors did that,” said the prisoner, “1 
simply shot at him.” 5: 

The witness stated, in response to questions by 
the District Attorney. that she never noticed in the 
prisoner anything indicating unsoundness of mind. 
She hac considered him as intelligent as any one 
in her house. She had noticed nothing peculiai 
about him. 

When Mr. Scoville began to ask the witness ai 
to her competency to form an opinion about insam 
ity, and whether she had expressed an opinion that 
the prisoner was insane, the prisoner exclaimed: 
* Mrs. Grant is close-mouthed like myself. Thera 
is no use quizzing her on cross-examination, Sco- 
ville. You are as stupid as a jackass this morning. 
You have not got brains enough for this business, 
You're place is in examining abstracts of title in 
Chicago. That is all you are fit for as a lawyer. 

GUITEAU’S DIVORCED WIFE ON THE STAND. 

The District Attorney called as the next witness 
Mrs. Anna Dunmire, the prisoner’s divorced wife, 
As some of the spectators were trying to leave the 
court-room at this juncture, the prisoner encour: ‘i 
aged them to remain, saying that there would be 
no “‘smut’” in the examination of the witness. 

Then he broke out in denunciation of the District 
Attorney for calling her as a witness, and said “ 
he was nota low, mean whelp he would not do it. 

Mr. Scoville objected to the examination of th¢ 
witness on the ground that any communicationd 
between her and the prisoner while living togethes 
as man and wife were privileged. 

The court overruled the objection until the point 
of privileged communication should be reached. 

Tne Prisoner—This lady is married and hag 
children, and it {s an outrage forCorkhill to be per 
mitted to cali her and dig up her-reputation, which 
I will have to do if she attempts to do me any 
harm. Iask the courtto stop this man, Corkhill 
He is an old hog. He has no conscience or charac 
ter or sense, and he is using hfs officiel position t« 
traduce this lady. If I were President of th¢ 
United States I would kick that man out of office 
in two hours. I want to make a speech to Prest 
dent Arthur. There are scores of first-class law 
yers in New-York City whom he knows, hig 
toned, Christian, conscientious men, any one 
whom would bea hundred thousand times bette, 
than Corkhill. Iask President Arthur as a persom 
al favor and in the name of the blican Party 
to kick this man out of office at once.

nd being engaged in the law business. Then 
they went to New-York. She could not recollect 
at how mauy places they lived in New-York, but 
probably they had lived at 15 or 20 places. 

** Probably six or seven," said the prisoner, ‘*and

In New-York her husband followed law and poli- 
tics. He was engaged in the Greeley campeizu, 
and expected as a reward for his services to be ap- 
pointed as Minister to Chili. 

“I thought 1 might get the Swiss mission,” said 
the prisoner; ‘I never thought of Chili."’ 

Mr. Scoville asked the witness whether she 
knew that from what the prisoner had told her,

The District Attorney asked the witness whether, 


In her association with the prisoner, she had ever 
notiged any insanity, and her reply was: ‘ I never 
1a.” 


The District Attorney then said to Mr. Scoville: 
“You may take the witness.”’ 

“Thank you, Mr, Corkhill,”’ said the prisoner 
ironically; “that is the decentest thing you have 
done on this trial; I suppose that Porter insisted 
on it, as he is supposed to be a decent man, and so 
is Mr. Davidge.” Then, toruing to Mr. Scoville, be 
paid: “Cut your cross-examination short, Sco- 
ville, and let us get to something else.” 

Mr. Scoville asked the witness whether she had 
stated since the 2d of July last that she had con- 
sidered the prisoner of unsound mind when she 


lived with him. Her reply was, ‘‘No, I never have 
Baid so.”’ 


Then the prisoner opened his floodgates of abuse 
on Mr. Scoville, saying to him: '* What is the use 


of going into that, Scoville; you are a consummate 


jackass. I would ratherhavea 10-year-old boy to 
try this case than you. You have got no brains, no 
conception; you cannot see a foot ahead of you. 
Get off the case, and I will do the business myself. 
I could have got three or four first-class lawyers to 
defend the case if you bad not elbowed them out 
with your consummate egotism and vanity. You are 
taking altogether too much responsibility on your- 
gelf; I have got the heavy work myself to do be- 


fore the court and the jury.” As the prisoner fin- 
ished this tirade he bent his head over the table 


and indulged for some time in a quiet laugh. 

After Mr. Scoville bad resumed the cross-exam- 
ination he made some mistake in putting a ques- 
tion to the witness, and said promptly: ** Excuse 
me; I was thinking of something else.’’ 

**I shouid suppose you were,’ said the prisoner, 
with a self-satisfied laugh. ‘*‘ You had better go 
home and £0 to bed. You have never got straig t 
bince the failure of your lecture the other night.” 

Mr, Scovilie, (t6 the witness)—Did you state 
that you regretted haying procured a divorce, as 

ou should have remained with your husband and 


ave taken care of him on account of the condition 


of his mind? A.—No, Sir. I never said anything 
of the kind. 

The Prisoner, (with an expresssion of diszust)— 
You had better sit down, Scoville. 


Mr. Scoville then proceeded to interrogate the 
Witness in regard to her statements to newspaper re- 
porters and others in Colorado on her way to Wash- 
ngton. Again the prisoner interrupted, and said: 
*“ What is the use of your going into this business. 
You are the biggest fool lever met.” (To the court:) 
“IT object to Scoville examining the witness any 
further. I object to it as a matter of law and asa 
matter of decency. He has got a lot of letters and 
pther rubbish here, and expects to ‘spread himseif’ 
in the cross-examination.” 


Mr. Scoville, (to the witness)-Did you say toa 
reporter, in answer to a question what you thought 
would be done with the prisoner, that he ought to 
be hanged? A,—I did not say anything of the 
kind. 

The prisoner again applied abusive remarks to 
Mr. Scoville on account ef the importance which 
he attached to letters written by cranks and idiots 
all over the country, and said that Mr. Beatty, of 
New-dersey, Who was supposed to have written 


one of those Jetters asa “Garfield avenger,” had 


denied it and was offering a reward of $500 for the 
discovery of its author. 
After some further unimportant testimony Mt 


Scoville said: ‘*I will not ask this witness any 
more questions.”’ 

y The prisoner expressed approval of this and said: 
“I know nothing against this lady’s Christian 
tharacter, except that 1 know her to bea bigh- 
toned Christian lady. I know her well and have 
much respect for her.” 


MORE EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


After an hour’s reeess the court reassembled 
and the District Attorney called, as an expert, Dr. 
Francis D. Loring, of Washington. He stated that 
he had made a specialty of diseases of the eye and 
ear. He has been in the habit of examining the 
pyes of patients for the purpose of determining 


whether or not the appearance of the eye gives in- 


fication of disease of the brain. He examined the 


prisoner’s eyes at the jail on Nov. 20 and Dee, 5 
and had found nothing in them-indicating an affec. 
tion of the brain. The pupils of both eyes con- 
tracted and expanded naturally. There was some 
mequality in the strength of the muscles moving 
the eyes, which after constant reading sometimes 
produced something like asquint. But that had no 
tonnection with disease of the brain. 

The next witness was Dr. Allan McLane Hamil- 
ton, of New-York. He stated that for the past nine 
years he had made a special study of mental and 
nervous diseases, and had written extensively on 
the subject. He haa made three personal exami- 
tations of the prisoner, and proceeded to state the 
points. He fonnd himto bea man of spare build, 
5 feet 534 inches in height, of nervous tempera- 
ment, with mixed gray hair, with no apparent 
physical deformity, of 18 pounds weight. He 
found nothing whatever indicating any congenital 
lefect. The head was slightly asymmetrical or 
regular, but that was a very common thing. He 
found an appearance of flatness on the top of 
the head, but it was owing to the way the 

air was cut. We had taken measurements of 
the prisoner’s head, (which he exhibited in a dia- 
tram,) and said there was no irregularity of con- 
jour, The face was thin, but symmetrical. The 
fines on either side of the nose were perfectly 
foaras. The lips were regular; so were the teeth. 
n cases of idiocy and imbecility it often happens 
that the teeth are irregular; that there are, per- 
haps, two rows. or some peculiar development, 
ind he had examined the prisoner with that view. 
Yhere was notbing wrong with the roof of the 
mouth. The mouth was perfectly symmetrical 
and round. The hands were regular in shape. 
There was no trouble with the nails, as is generally 
noticed in certain kinds of congenital trouble. The 
fingers were symmetrical, and the hands were of like 
size. The skin was well nourished and moist, and 
had none of the appearances which characterize the 
skin of msane persons. There was nothing to indi- 
tate any trouble with the circulation. He had 
examined the eyes and found that there was no 
trouble with them. The tongue was turned slightly 
to the left. but he did not attach any importance to 
that. because the prisoner had apparently perfect 
tontrol of his tongue. There was no atrophy in 
the tongue, as is often found in cases of congen- 
jtal disease. There was no paralysis, no loss of 
power of any kind, nothing indicating any disease 
>f the brain—either that originating before birth or 
ifterward. The whole circumference of the head 
was 22 inches, the measurement being taken lower 
than itis taken by hatters. he hatters’ measure- 
ment of the prisoner’s head was seven and one- 
tighth inches, which is the average-sized head. 
fhe head was perfectiy symmetrical, with the ex- 

eption of a slight buiging on one side, There was 

0 evidence of a bony growth on the skull, and no 
fidges or protuberance in the occipital process. It 
Was a very fair-sized head. 

The District Attorney —State whether that exami- 
nation would enable you to determine whether 
there was any mental disease if it existed. A.—It 
would, so far as external ry ty eyes go. 

Q.—And you did not find in the prisoner any ex- 
jernal evidence of mental or physical disease? A.— 
[did not. 

Q.—If a hereditary taint existed in a man, 
would any attempt by him on the life of another 
de cool and temperate, or would it be the result of 
3 violent explosion? A.—The primary insanity (as 
flescribed by Dr. Kiernan) is very regularly mani- 

ested when any deliberate crime is committed by 

he patient, by some violent explosion of temper 
and some violent form of deed. 

Q.—Did you find in the prisoner anything indi- 
pative of any peculiar traits of character? A.—I 
found that he was eccentric, and geen A ill-tem- 
pered. I judged that entirely trom noticing his 
behavior in court. I think he is an eccentric man. 

The Prisoner—I am when I am abused. I have 
jaken more abuse since I gotinto this court-room 
than | ever did before in my life. 

Q.—Was there anything peculiar about the pris- 
pner’s facial expression that would strike you as 
Mignificant ? A.—Nothing at all. 

The Prisoner—I do not take much stock in these 
figurings of the head. It is the spirit [with a 
thump on the table} that gets into a man and that 
frives him to do, or not to do. Get acquainted 
With p edaeten 5b Doctor, and you will get more 
jense than with your craniology. 

The witness went on tu state that there was 

eat difference between the conduct of the Bre 

ner in the jail and the court-room. In the jai! he 
was remarkably quiet and self-possessed, offering 
the doctors every chance to examine him. His 
manner and behavior in court made witness think 
that he was “ playing a part.’”’ 

The Prisoner—I never play a part, Doctor. Igo 
onthe square. You and Spitzka do not agree. 
Spitzka isa much bigger man than you in the

Q.—Is the hereditary tendency to insanity much 
more prominent on the mother’s side than the 
father’s? A.—It is, 

Q.—From your thorough physieal examination of 
the prisoner, and your observations of him in tke 
court-room and in the jail, have you seen anything 
to indicate that he is, in any respect, the vietim of 
p bevedisavy tendency to insanity, or that there is 

bim any condition of mental unsoundness that 
wouid prevent his distinguishing right from wrong, 
pr thoroughly realizing the full consequences of an 
net personally to himself and before the law? 
A.—I believe the man to be sane, although eccen- 
tric, and to be able to distinguish between right 
and wrong, and to know the consequences of any 
not he may commit. 

After ihe cross-examination had gone on for a 
little while the prisoner exclaimed: “ With all 
parones to the court and jury and to the witness,

the witness was asked whether, in cases of congen- 
ital insanity, there were always external indica- 
tions of it. His reply was: ‘ Not always, but usu- 
ally. It is not a uniform rule.’’ He was also asked 
whether there were not in insane asylums many 
patients having the same symmetry and regularity 
of outward form as the prisoner had. The answer 
was in the affirmative. 

In the course of an inquiry as to what constituted 
insanity, the prisoner interposed, saying: ‘'! will 
tell y.u what insanity is. It isan irresistible desire 
to do something that you cannot help doing. That 
is my definition of insanity. I do not care a snap 
about the shape of head or the way that the tongue 
hangs. When a spirit comes over you and over- 


powes Feu {pounding on the table] that is in- 
sanity.’ 

The witness was asked whether the prisoner’s 
seheme in regard to the /nter- Ocean did not prove a 
defect of the prisoner’s reasoning power. The re- 
ply was that it proved bad hg ng on his part; 

ut there are many men fn the world who are 
schemers and visionaries, and who have, neverthe- 
less, capacity to reason. That was not necessarily 
an evidence of insanity. 

Mr, Scoville represented to the court that he was 
not prepared to finish the cross-examination to-day, 
having.relied upon Mr. Reed to conduct the cross- 
examination of the expert witnesses, and there- 
fore the court, at 2:40 P. M., adjourned till to-mor- 


row, the Guiteau case, however, going over till 
Monday,

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HALLOWAY’S RUINED LIFE

HABITS WHICH LED TO DHFALCA- 
TION AND SHATTERED HEALTH. 
LOSS OF THE POUGHKEEPSIE NATIONAL BANK 
ABOUT $50,000—HALLOWAY STILL SUF- 
FERING FROM DELIRIUM TREMENS—AC- 

COUNTS IN A CONFUSED STATE.

Burronghs, while unable at this early stage of his 
examination of the condition of the Poughkeepsie 
National Bank to give an exact statement of the 
shortage of Paying Teller Halloway, thinks the 


amount will not fall far short of $50,000, He finds 


Halloway’s accounts in great confusion, and it is 


not unlikely that a week of hard work will be re- 
quired to complete his investigation. There are 
many things which Halloway could probably ex- 
plain if he was inacondition to reason and talk 
understardingly, but as he is suffering from de- 


lirinm tremens, the impossibility of extracting in- 
formation from him is at once apparent, Several 


attempts, however, have been made notwithstand- 
ing this, but he would break off in the middle 
of his answer with some such remark as ‘ Well, 
Ill pay you off at once, and when I geet 
back to the bank will make it allright.’” Then he 
would walk to the coal-hod and methodically 
count out pieces of coal as dollars, which he would 
tender in payment of some imaginary debt. His 
physicians have been feeding him upon whisky 
and administering heavy doses of chloral and 
opium to quiet his nerves. Under this treatment 
he exhibited this morning one of the first symp- 
toms, viewed from a medical stand-point, of re- 
turning sanity, and that was a decided dislike of 
the liquor. It is now believed that by Monday or 
Tuesday of next week he will once more be a 
rational man. 


‘he Dutchess County Board of Supervisors has 
reported that its examination of Hallqway’s ac- 


counts as County Treasurer discloses the fact that 
there is no accounting made on his books of sums 
aggregating $7,207 54. In presenting the report, the 
committee which investigated the accounts says: 
“Your committee beg leave to call attention to 
some facts which bave come to their knowledge 
which tend to shed some light upon the matter as 
to how the apparent deficiency arises. From the 


report of the Special Committee on Repairs to the 
County Alms-house made to this board the amount 
of $1,309 was reported as expended and drawn 
from the County Treasurer, of which no accouat 
appears among its items of disbursements. The 
fact also appears that the clerk of the board had 
been paid the amount of his salary, amounting to 
$600, which amount was paid prior to 
the date of his report to the board. The 
City Treasurer reports that a check given 
him in payment of taxes which are 
charged against the County Treasurer amounting 
to $608 13, a certified check and a check not certi- 
fled of $94 sent him by the Collector of Pawling, 
have not been returned to the several banks and 
paid. The mental and physical condition of the 
Treasurer has been such that no explanation what- 
ever has been received from him. We are com- 
pelied to aceept the conclusion that gross careless- 
ness has marked the mannerof keeping the ac- 
counts of the Treasurer, at least during the past 
vear. Asa specimen of neglect his books show no 
transactions on account of the regimental or mili- 
tary fund during the past year, and yet we are of 
the opinion that moneys must have been expended, 
and if none have been received by him such inoneys 
must now bein the hands of the State Treasurer, 
subject to his order.”

at his home and his desk in the bank. Checks 
and promissory notes, and even sums of 
money, have turned up in the most curious man- 
ner. One check for $5,000 was found in the pocket 
of an ola suit of clothes. Letters from bank offi- 
cers in various towns bave been found inclosing 
ehecks for various amounts which Halloway had 
neglected to make an entry of on his treasury 


books. Other envelopes that had never been 
opened were found to contain money, His want

method in everything pertaining to money mat- 
ters corroborates the opinion very generally held 
by his friends that he has been unfit to attend to 
business for over a year, and they profess aston- 
ishment that the bank officers had not noticed the 
fact sufficiently to take some decided action in 
his case. 
In his delirium Halloway gives expression to a 
sentiment which is regarded as decidedly truthful 


by business men, “Why,” he declared, ‘I could 


have carried away the bank and all its officers 
if I had wanted to steal anything.” It 
was only a year ago that the President 
of the bank, Mr. S. P. Buckingham, inclosed to 
Halioway a check as a Christmas gift, and acknowl- 
edged in the letter accompanying it his apprecia- 
tion of the Paying Teller’s valuable services, and 
expressed a hope that they might prove equally 
valuable in the future, While Halloway'’s knowl- 
edge of the bank’s affairs was undoubtedly superior 
to that of any other man connected with the insti- 
tution, the secret of his retention as Paying Teller 
is doubtless that ascribed by the business public, 
and that is that the funds of the county were kept 
by Halloway in the bank, and the bank re- 
ceived no small return for their handling. Several 
applications are before the Supervisors now for the 
privilege of controlling the County Treasurer's 
moneys, which aggregate about $250,000 a year. 

It has been reported that the man’s predicament 
is due to the large drain made upon his private 
resources by ge A careful inquiry among 
the leaders of both parties does not substantiate 
this report. Halloway was twice elected County 
Treasurer, and, like every other candidate, paid an 
assessment, His income was about $4,500 a year, 
and while, as William I, Thorn, a central figure in 
the Republican politics of Poughkeepsie says, 
Halloway has always contributed liberally, the 
amounts have not been excessive nor more, even, 
than could be readily borne by one having his 
income. A _ leading Democrat who knows 
Halloway well said that $5,000 would be a very 
liberal estimate for the amount which the man has 
contributed to political expenses in the five years 
that he has been interested in politics. Halloway, 
while a among a certain class, was never re- 

arded as anything more than a follower. He 
acked the requisites of a political leader, and was 
practically a nonenity in his party, his claims for 
office being pushed by others and the management 
of his own canvasses falling upon other shoulders 
than his own. It is too soon yet to de- 
termine accurately where his money went to 
and how he managed to get rid of so large an 
amount, assuming that Mr. Burroughs’s rough esti- 
mate is correct. To whisky and women and not to 
politics are ascribed the cause of his downfall. He 
was as liberal handed as a Croesus, and a mean ad- 
vantage was taken of this fact by many persons 
who called themselves his friends. Instances with- 
out number are quoted where the simple ask- 
ing of loans varying from $5 to $50 was 
responded to by Halloway with a readiness 
which was astonishing. His drinking bouts were 
numerous and prolonged. As one of his friends 
remarked to-day: ‘* He has been drunk for a whole 
year,’’ He has been known to loan $100 to an utter 
stranger, after ltss than half an hour’s leaning over 
a bar together. In his drunken moods he has 
made bets of $100 toa cent and lost them, and the 
winners received their money, some of them, it is 
said, insisting upon the payment as a matter of 
course, and others taking it after pretended oppo- 
sition to what they called the unevenness of the 
thing. It is acknowleaged that Halloway has been 
bled freely by these hypocritical friends. His de- 
baucheries were the subject of frequent comment 
by the whole city. His mistresses have shared 
about equally with whisky in the lavish distribution 
of his money. He made constant trips to New- 
York, where he rioted at will without exposing 
himself direct to public criticism. 

The manner of Halloway’s home life was simple 
enough. He occupies a neat cottage, which is 
owned by his wife. and as his tastes were never 
wsthetic, the apartments give no evidence of un- 
usual display in their furnishing. He hastwo chil- 
dren. He owneda team, which, with its entire 
outfit, {is valued at less than $1,000, His betting 
proclivities cost him a comparatively small sum 
during an entire season, so his friends assert, for it 
was nly in his maudlin moments that he 
risked any large sums on _ horses. His 
wife says she is surprised that his habits 
bad not compelled the bank Directors to discharge 
him at least {two years ago. While no excuse can 
palliate his offense, there isa general feeling of 
unwillingness to classify Halloway as a thief of 
bank or county funds. His methods were too 
irregular for one who was engaged in a systematic 
attempt to swindle, and until he recovers his men- 
tal balance public judgment is suspended as 
to the degree of his criminality. Until that 
time arrives the officers of the law can 
do nothing, and neither the Supervisors nor the 
bank officers can fix the condition of nis aceounts. 
Meanwhile he is confined to his house under close 
surveillance. The amount of his bond as County 
Treasurer is $100,000, which is divided between 12 
securities. One of his bondsmen said to-day that 
he felt little uneasiness about the matter, for he 
honestly believed that the man could explain 
aay things that now seemed very much against

FEATURES OF THE PRINCIPAL MARKETS

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—The Manchester Guar- 

dian, in its commercial article this morning, says:

White pepper 
was firm, with a better demand; black was un- 
moved. Saltpetre is receding. 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 16.—A leading grain cir- 
cular says: ‘*The wheat trade was very quiet. 
Most of the spot markets were inactive and with- 
out particular change. Cargoes off-coast and for 
arrival were in slow demand and easier. On the 
spot, since Tuesday, the wheat transactions have 
been of a retail character at Tuesday’s rates. 
Cora was dull and slower. There wes an average 
attendance to-day, with a quiet market. Wheat 
was in fair consumptive demand at about the late 
rates. California and Oregon grades of flour are 
now in small compass, with a hardening tenadency; 
other grades are steady. Corn receded slightly, 
owing to liberal supplies and an indifferent re- 
quest.”

THE WEST POINT AOADEMY. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF VISITORS—A BET- 
TER SALARY FOR THE SUPERINTENDENT 
URGED. 


WasHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The Congressional 
Board of Visitors to the West Point Academy has 
made its annual report. The most important 
question discussed is the selection of a Superin- 
tendent for the Academy, with regard to which 
the report says that no officer should be selected 
unless he is known to be pre-eminently qnali- 
fied as a military instructor, physically, 


morally, and intellectually; but no officer of suffi- 


eient rank, if thus qualified, ought to be excluded 


from such service merely because he was not 
originally assigned to duty in a particular corps. 
The Acaaemy is entitled to have as Super- 
intendent an officer who has the capacity 
and qualifications to render the highest service, 


and the whole Army is none too large from which 


to make a fit selection, With regard to com- 


pensation, the report says: “The insufficient 
salary of a Superintendent, with no higher 
rank than that of a Colonel, makes the 
station onerous, as it is well known that 
he must be constantly subjected to unavoidable in- 


cidental expenses that might bankrupt any officer 
entirely dependent upon his pay, if less than 


that of high rank. The Superintendent here 
represents an institution of the Government, 
and cannot decently omit oustomary civilities, 
nor always avoid entertainment of distinguished 
visitors to the Academy, whether from our own 
country or from abread. Such services are official, 
and it would seem to be just to any officer upon 
whom such services are devolved that his regular 
pay should be supplemented by areasonable sum for 
contingencies. Until this is dene itis hardly right 
to impose such burdens upon an officer liable, pos- 
sibly, to become a pauper if he should re- 
main long at West Point, and frequent 
changes of the Superintendent would not fail to 
be adverse to the prosperity of the Military Acad- 


emy. A different and better arrangement for the 
selection of a Superintendent of the Military 


Academy would be, first, permit any officer 
of the Arm not below the rank of 
Captain to be eligible to the position; 


second, provide a proper salary for any officer that 
may hereafter be assigned to such duty, and sus- 
pend all other regular pay of the officer during 
such service; third, confer, for the time being, 
an ex-officio rank upon the Superintendent 
superior to that held by Professors or other officers 
attached to the Academy. The position being one 
of responsibility, dignity, and honor, the eompensa- 
tion should be fixed and made equal to its support, 
and then should not be placed beyond the worthy 
ambition of officers in all branches of the Army.” 
The report expresses disapproval of the practice 
of allotting the five most distinguished grad- 
uates annually to a single branch of the 
service, and recommends that the five star 


graduates be allowed to choose for  them- 
selves, in order of merit, the corpsin which they 


will serve, no one of the latter ehoosers to 
select a branch of the service which has 
been chosen already by another. Among 
the recommendations of the board are 


the following: That the course of instruction be 
increased by one more year, and that appropria- 
tions be made for the erection of a memorial hall 
and a cottage for the Board of Visitors, as well as 
for repairs on the other buildings.

In reply I have tosay that I 
have not seen the statement te which you allude 
in any paper which I have happened to read. Had 
I seen it I should at once have declared it 
unautherized. I have been interviewed on 
three different occasions within a few days 
in relation to the recognition af the 
provisional Government of Peru and your letter 
of instruetions of May 9, 1881. I «aid to all who inter- 
viewed me that I remembered well all that part of 
the letter containing the instructions, although J had 
no recollection of the first paragraph preceding 
the instructions. I was asked by two at least of 
my interviewers, and I think by all. if I meant to 
authorize the statement that the first paragraph, 
as printed, was not in the original letter, and 1 ex- 
pressly declared that I did not, and expressly 


forbade any such statement, saying also 
that it was not at all material, as the 
first paragraph related only to information 


which I was stated to have given the department, 
and 1 had, in fact. kept the department informed 
of all that related to the provisional Government 
from its inception. I saw the report of only one of 
these interviews after it was written out, thoughel 
requested to be shown another, and one reporter, 
who called upon me at 12 o’clock at night, was ex- 
pressly told that he was only authorized by me to 
say that the provisional Government was recog- 
nized by me under instructions from the State De- 
partment and against my own judgment, without 
any other statement wh.tever.

COMMISSIONERS OF EDUCATION 

PLEAD FOR THAT DEPARTMENT. 

MESSRS. WOOD, DOWD, AND BEARDSLEE PRO- 
TEST AGAINST A REDUCTION—HIGHER 
BDUCATION DEMANDED—OTHER &XsTI- 
MATES UNDER CONSIDERATION, 

The first estimates taken up for considera- 
tion yesterday by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment were those of the Department of 
Education. The figures sent in originally called 
for $8,836,925, and this was cut down in the provi- 
sional estimate made by the Board of Apportion- 
ment to $3,500,000. On behalf of the Educational 
Board Mr, William Wood insisted that witn a single 


exception this reduetion was the most deadly blow | 


ever given to popular education In this City. The 
exception was in the reduction of $549,000 made in 
the estimates for 1878, which compelled a reduc- 
tion of the salaries of teachers. In four years 
$1,127,000 had been taken off from the estimates 
asked for by the Board of Education. Most of this 
would have been put into new schoo! buildings 
‘which would now have been of very greut value. 
Parsimony was not economy. Commissioner Dowd 
went rapidly over the figures of the estimates, and 
claimed that $3,084,000 of the totaj asked for could 


not be cut down unless by a reduction of the smail | 


salaries now paid to teachers. This left $752,000 
out of which the proposed reduction would 
have to come. Unless teachers’ salaries were re- 


Guced not a single school building could be put up | 


next year, and but very few repairs could be made. 


Commissioner Beardsiee called attention to the | 


fact that a large addition had been made to the 
schools by the annexation of the wards above the 
Harlem River, yet the aggregate amount of school 


expenses had not been increased, but had in reality | 


been decreased. This, he argued, showed that the 
Board of Education had exercised the most rigid 
economy. It ought to be a settled fact. he 
thought, that the salaries of teachers could not be 
reduced any more. 
in favor of higher education for the people, and 
warmly supported the College of the City of New- 
York and the Normal College, earnestly deprecat- 
ing any reduction in the amounts asked for these 
institutions. 

Controller Campbell expressed his hearty con- 
currence in the opinion that the ehildren of the 


City should bave a ful! and sufficient education, | 


but he was free to say that uptothe present at 
least he had thought $3,500,000 was enough for that 
purpose next year. In Brooklyn, he said, there 
was acommon school system which was admitted 
to be very excellent, yet the cost per scholar was 
just one-baif what it was in this City. The com- 
mon school educational system of Philadelphia 
was considered to be of a very superior kind, 
but its cost per scholar was only a trifle over one- 
half the cost here. He was aware that in Brook- 
lyn books were furnished free only to the poorer 
scholars, while ail had them without cost here, but 


the item for books in the estimates was only about | 


$1 per capita. Mr. Wood replied that rentals and 
certain other expenses in Brooklyn were one-third 
less than in this City. Mr. Dowd asked the board 
to remember that the Board of Education was sad- 
dled by the Legislature with corporate schools, a 
nautical school, truancy laws, &c., all of which cost 
money. Tben MayorGrace took part in the/discussion 
for the first time, and said he was sure the mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
were unanimous in wanting to see the children of 
the City provided with every needed schoo] accom- 
modation. He had voted with his colleagues to 
rppropriate $8,500,000 for the Board of Education, 
but he would try to give full weight to the argu- 
ments of the Commissioners when the board came 
to pass finally upon the figures. 

Controller Campbell spoke briefly of higher edu- 


eation for the masses, and wanted to know where | 


the line was to be drawn. If it was good to give 
the children a superior education, why would it not 
be better to carry the idea further and give them 
all a college education. That would be simply 
earrying out the arguments of the Commissioners 
of Education. 

“That’s exactly what we propose to do,” said 
Commissioner Dowd. “ We propose to give every 
scholar a college education who asks for it.” 

“ Yes,” echoed Commissioner Beardslee, ‘I hold 


that every child should have a chance to get acol- | 


lege education if it wants it.” 

** At the public expense?” the Controller asked. 

“Certainly, at the public expense,” replied Mr. 
Beardslee. ‘“‘The people have asked thatin de- 
manding the maintenance of the College of the 
City of New-York and the Normal Coliege.” 

‘**Do you mean to say,” asked Controller Camp- 
bell, “‘that each of the 180,000 school children in 
this City should receive a college education at pub- 
lc expense f”’ 

“‘T mean to say that every pupil should have the 

jhance to get such an education,”’ was the answer. 

** And that is exactly my position,’’ Commissioner 

Wood remarked. 

“ Well,” said the Controller, “I am free to say 
that you don’t agree with me.” 

Mr. Campbell then referred again to the differ- 
once in ithe eost of the school systems of Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, and this City, and Commissioner 
Wood declared with emphasis that the cost ot liv- 
ing in Philadelphia and Brooklyn was not so much 
as in this City, while their schools were ‘not half 
so good.” After a few moments more of discus- 
gion the board took a recess for lunch. 

After recess, Clerk John Savage, of the Marine 
Court, appeared before the board and explained 
the various items of the estimate for expenses of 
that court. Justice Otterbourg made a plea for an 
appropriation of $10,000 for five stenographers for 
the six Police Courts, urging that the law could 
not be properly carried out in these courts without 
stenographers. Controller Campbell intimated his 
belief that some clerk might be appointed in a Po- 
lice Court who could act as a stenographer when 
required, and not multiply clerkships by adding 
stenographers. The Mayor said he had two 
stenographers in his office and their united salaries 
amounted to only $2,100. Justice Otterbourg 
thought if all the clerks did their duty the courts 
could do the work required of them, but under the 
new Code stenographers were certainly needed. 
The Chief Clerks of the Surrogate’s Court and the 
Superior Court stated that the appropriations al- 
lowed for their courts were satisfactory, and then 
np delegation from the annexed district—the fourth 
this week—appeared and urged the beard to give 
plenty of money for the maintenance of roads and 
pridges in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards. The board listened patiently tothe plea 
ind then adjourned until to-day. 





RELIEF TO THE OUT-DOOR POOR. 
GLARING ABUSES IN THE SYSTEM AT PRES- 
ENT IN FORCE, 

The New-York Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor have objected to the ap- 
propriation of $50,000 asked for by the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction for the relief of 
out-door poor. Similar appropriations made in 
years past have been devoted principally to sup- 
plying applicants with coal, the general apportion- 
ment to each applicant being a half-ton, though in 
some cases which seemed to be most worthy of 
assistance, or which were supported by a sufficient- 
ly powerful backing, a larger quantity was given. 
‘The society which now formally protests against 
this appropriation does sod for two reasons, 
First, Investigations made by their visitors show 
that coal has been given in many instances to un- 
worthy parties and to those to whom it should not 
have been given because the latter class were 
abundantly able to provide eoal for themselves. 
Secondly, because such charities have a tendency 
to pauperize people, and in many instances these 
recipients of the City’s bounty have come to look 
upon their regular moiety of coal as something the 
City owes them annually. The investigations by 
the visitors of the society, made with the sanction 
of the Commissioners of Charities and Correction, 
reveal a peculiar condition of affairs. These visi- 
tors were given last Winter the names of 4,949 ap- 
plicants for assistance who: lived in various paris 
of the Fourth, Sixth, Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, east 
half of the Tweifth, Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Six- 
teenth, and Seventeenth Wards. Of this number 
the visitors approved of the applications of 4,086, 
disapproved of 315, and failed to find at the ad- 
dresses given 548. To put this more clearly, 
246 per cent. of the applications were approved, 
634 per cent. disapproved, and i1 per cent. they 
were unable to find. Of this entire number 450 
only claimed that this application was the first they 
had made for assistance. Of tae remainder 166 
acknowledged they had received coal from the 
City once before, 185 had done so twice previously, 
96 three times, 80 four times, 62 five times, 5 six 
times, 9 seven times, 18 eight times, 2 nine times, 
and 21 ten times. Of the long-time pensioners, two 
admitted that they had received coal for 30 eon- 
secutive years, three had done so for 20 years, and 
four had received more or less coal continuously 
for 15 years. in regard to this information, which 
isin the main reliable, unless the applicants will- 
fully reduced the number of years in which they 
had been assisted, the visitors reported that 
answers were frequently wrongfully given by the 
parties interrogated. Some, doubtless, claimed 
they had never received help because they wanted 
further assistance, while others claimed to be pen- 
sioners in hope of securing further aid. It is this 
latter class that {it is urged unsystematic charity 
naturally forces or encourages pauperism. Of the 
unworthy classes who have received the City’s aid 
the visitors found that in a number of instances, 
notably in the Seventeenth Ward, coal has been de- 
livered to houses of iil-repute for the alleged use of 
women living there, but in reality for the proprie- 
tors. In most of these eases application was not 
made by the women themselves, but by their 
“friends” for them, In several cases.it was ascer- 
tained that these ‘* friends” of the depraved wom- 
en were more thoroughly depraved men. poli 
tical heelers and strikers who had influence 
with the powers that be, and 80 ob- 
tained what was intended for suffering 
and worthy poor. In other instances the owners 
of these dens of infamy were petty hack politicians. 
Equally unworthy persons who have been recipi- 
ents of the City’s charity were families whose 
heads are always active in primary meetings in the 
various Assembly districts. and who in addition to 
being leeches upon aspiring politicians thus be- 
come leeches upon the public Treasury. The ante- 
cedents of many of those who had fa years gone 
by received aid were not traced out, but appliea- 
tions for assistance were returned as disapproved 
when the house of the applieants showed them to 
be in at least moderate circumstances and able to 
buy their own coal. Such dependents upon the 
City the officers of the society wisely think should 
be cut off from assistance, henee the meniorial pre- 

sented to the board. ; 

The society does not wish to be understood as 
opposing any appropriation, but hold that if one is 
made the funds should be placed in the hands of 
ané or more charitable associations, who will make 


Mr. Beardslee argued earnestly | 


a wise and systematic distribution of the funds 
rather than the indiscriminate use now mad: of 
the money. With sucha large sum in their hands 
for distribution, in addition to the funds given, 
the society would be abie to relieve very much suf- 
fering and furnish assistance in cases where the 
worthy poor, through pride and because they do 
not wish to become pauperized, decline to make 
their absolute want and suffering known.

GUARDIANS—A COMMON SENSE DECISION, 
Judge Donohue decided yesterday that as 

the child actress Corinne had been well-treated by 

her guardians, Thomas and Jennie Kimball 

Flaherty, she should be returned to their custody 

by the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to

; of abduction and contempt of court which were 
} made against Mrs. Flaherty because she allowed 
the child to be taken away from this City after 
} Judge Donohue had committed her temporarily to 
| the custody of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, will probably be allowed to 
lapse. At all events Judge Donohue has not passed 
upon them, and the general impression appears to 
| be that Mrs. Flaberty has been sufficientiy pun- 
| ished, having been imprisoned in the Tombs for 
| several days and compelled to bring the child back 
; and take the chance of being legally deprived of 
' her custody. In his opinion, after referring to the 
| statute forbidding the employment of children 
| under 16 years of age in singing or dancing upon 
| the theatrical stage, Judge Donohue says: 


* Whenever that statute is violated it is the duty of 
| the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
to bring such violation to the attention of the court 
| and ask that the person, or persons, guilty of such vio- 
| lations be punished, and if the case demands it, that 
; the infant be taken from the custody of those violat- 
| ing the law and be placed where it will be protected. 
In doing this the relators are not oniy not amenable 
to any just criticism, but are entitled to commenda- 
tion. Children of the age of the one at present in con- 
| troversy are entitied to protection, and, when used 
| for eel tee | prohibited by the statute, it is only at 
| the hands of those whose public duty it is to look after 
tLem, that such protection can be had; and unlesssuch 
| eases are brought before the court bysuch bodies as the 
; relators, no protection is likely to be afforded. If the 
laws under which the society acts, and under which 
the treatment of children as specified are denounced 
as crimes, are improper, let the objections that are 
taken to the proceedings be urged against those laws, 
and pnotto proceedings instituted under them. So 
long as the laws are on the statute-book, so long is it 
the duty of the relators and this court to enforce 
them; and that duty, whether unpopular or other- 
wise, the court inust undertake as one of the duties 
incumbent on its office. So much forthe argument as 
to the policy of stopping the singing and dancing of 
| children within the age specified in the act. It is per- 
|‘ fectly clear from reading the act that the 
, Statute expressly forbids the employment in 
i public exhibitions of any child under the 
age of 16 in singing or dancing in this 
| State; and it is equally clear that the child in this case 
! comes within the prohibition, and that the parties, in 
| violating that law, have committed a misdemeanor; 
and it neither liesin the mouth of the court or the 
| public, so long as that law is on the statute-books, to 
say that it shall not be enforced. If the public desire 
that the statute as now existing should not be the 
law, 1t is in their power to change it; or, If they think 
the present law defective, to amend it. In this case, 
the court Is bound to hold that the aefendants shall 
be held for the misdemeanor; but as it is apparent the 
defendants did not know they were violating the law, 
the bail will be fixed in the sum of $100. - In disposing 
of this case I have not discussed the merits or de- 
| merits of the law, as it seems to me outside of my 
proper duty; that duty being simply to enforce it.”

| Judge Donohue then discusses at length the 
| question whether facts have been presented which 


would justify him in taking the child from the 
custody of Mrs. Flaherty. He says: 


“The first ground taken by the relators is that the 
chiid’s religious education has not been attended to. 
As the Constitution of the United States expressly, by 
its terms, leaves the question of religion out of the 
law, that substantially prevents all interference on 
| that subject. It becomes a serious question how | 
' can determine whether any religious education shall 

be given, and a still more important question whether 
| Iam _to decide the future religion of the chiid, by 
| deciding what is the amount of necessary religious 
| teaching the child shall have. It is sufficient for me to 
| Bay, that as to all these subjects the law does 
; notcast on methe duty of deciding. Iam to deter- 
| mine simply on the facts, whether these parties ina 
| worldly point of view, and in what might be called 
| the ineulcation of proper morals in instructing the 
| child, are acting properly toward her. To determine 
| more on the question of religion, would, in my judg- 
| ment, be going into a field which the law in this State

all things, so far as the wishes ana desires of the child 
are concerned, her present custodians have consulted 
her wishes, and that her love and affection for the 
respondents is not simulated. While it is true, per- 
haps, that her education might have been further ad- 
vanced, } Go net think Ican say, as matter of law, 
that her education has been so neglected as to make it 
a matter for consideration upon this application. So

THE RECENT HEAVY STORMS AT SEA, 
The European vessels which arrived in this 
port yesterday reported stormy experiences on the 
Atlantic. The steam-ship Amerique, of the French 
Line, from Havre, sailed on the morning of the 8d 
inst., and was caught in a severe westerly gale 
soon after leaving port. This was followed by 


a series of storms, which continued during 
the entire passage. The wind shifted back 
and forth between west-south-west and 


north-west, causing a tremendous sea. The high 
waves frequently swept over the decks fore and 
aft, and the ship labored heavily. On the 6th and 
7th the storm was of almost hurricane force, and 
but little headway was made. On the 11th the gale 
was again violent, and the heavy seas rolled con- 
stantiy over the decks. The Anchor steam-ship 
Alsatia, which arrived yesterday, sailed from 
London on Novy. 28 She encountered very 
severe head gales which considerably delayed 
her. Running short of coal Capt. Craig decided 
to put inio Halifax for a fresh supply. 
On the 8th inst.. when the weather was compara- 
tively calm, Richard Hall, of Liverpool, a seaman, 
fell overboard, and was drowned. The Alsatia 
reached Halifax on the 11th and left again on the 
13th. She met with severe weather while passing 
down the coast. The German steam-ship Wieland 
arrived from Plymouth yesterday after a stormy 
passage. The seas were very high, and large quan- 
tities of water were shipped, but no material adam- 
age was caused. Many of the passengers of the 
steam-ship Lessing, of the same line, which was 
compelled to put back to Plymouth with her shaft 
broken, arrived in the Wieland. The steam-ship 
Scythia, of the Cunard Line, reached Quarantine 
last evening after having passed through several 
storms of unusual severity.

A WARNING TO. BURGLARS. 

As Samuel! Crager was sitting in his saloon, 
at No. 66 Sixth-avenue, on the afternoon of the 24 
inst., he heard a noise on the floor above, occupied 
by his family, and, proceeding thither, found that 
two colored burglars had broken into his apart- 


ments. The intruders had broken open a trunk 
containing the wedding outfit of his daughter, who 
was about to be married, They had packed up 
three bundles ready for removal, when the pro- 
prietor of the premises entered the room. Crager 
grappled with the burglar who was engaged in 
rifling the trunk, and, in the confusion which 
ensued, the other burglar made his es- 
cape. The saloon proprietor, who is a man 
of 50, seized the burglar, a powerfully built 
young fellow, and endeavored to prevent his es- 
cape. In the struggle both rolled down the entire 
fiight of stairs, and clinched at the bottom. In his 
efforts to escape the burglar bit one of Crager’s 
fingers, and pummeled him-on the head with the 
butt end of a loaded revolver, with which he 
threatened to kill him unless he released his hold. 
After a protracted struggle the burglar succeeded 
in effecting his escape, leaving the saloon-keeper in 
a pitiable condition. As he was running through 
Washington Park the thief was arrested by Park 
Policeman MecGonigle, and identified by Crager as 
the man who had assaulted him. He gave the 
name of William H. Walling, and said he was a 
waiter, residing at No. 178 Thompson-street. Two 
indictments were found against him—one for fe- 
lonious assault, the other for burglary. On being 
arraigned by Assistant District Attorney Beecher, 
in the General Sessions Court yesterday, Walling 
pleaded guilty to burglary. Recorder Smyth said 
the prisoner’s offense was a most atrocious one. 
He was determined to do all in his power to sup- 
press such dastardly crimes as this. and would 
therefore impose the full penalty—five years in 
State Prison, at hard labor.

MR. COLEMAN’S NEW PLANS. 





THE LOWER PART OF THE CITY TO BE 
CLEANED, BY CONTRACT. - 

After many consultations with members of 
the Citizens’ Street-cleaning Committee of Twenty- 
one, Mayor Grace, Controller Campbell, and others, 
Street-cleaning Commissioner Co!eman has decided 
upon a new plan for cleaning a portion of the 


streets of this City. As soon after the Ist of Janu- 
ary as possible all the streets south of Fourteentn- 
street will be cleaned by contract. In conversa- 
tion with a Timbs reporter, yesterday, Commis- 


sioner Coleman said it was intended to divide 
the City south of Fourteenth-street into 
two districts. one comprising all the streets 


east of Broadway and the other those on 
the west side. A separate contract was to be let 
for each district, and advertisements for pro- 
posals would be issued at once. Possibly’ they 
would appear this morning. All the specitications 
tor the work had not yet been prepared, Mr. Cole- 
man said, but they would be ready early next 
week. The greatest care was being taken in their 
preparation, and the man taking a contract under 
them would be obliged to carry them out to the 
letter. The contractor would have to keep every 
street in his district clean, and remove ashes, garb- 
age, &c,, at least as often as once each day. Power 
would be given the contractors to sell the street 
dirt and ashes which they collected if they could 
find buyers, or to deliver the stuff free to any re- 
sponsible persou who would remove it without 
cost to the City. The removal of street sweepings, 
&c., from the Cliy would be done by the Depart- 
ment of Street-cleauing in its boats and scows, but 
the contractor would have to furnish his own 
horses, carts, and other necessary plant for 
gathering the dirt, snow, ice, &c., and delivering it 
on board the scows at the City’s dumps. The 
most ample security for the faithful carry- 
ing out of the contract would be requred, 
Mr. Coleman continued, and a clause would 
be inserced in the contract giving the Commis- 
sioner power to abroyate it on 10 days’ notice, with 
the consent of the Mayor. If a contractor failed to 
properly attend to his work, therefore, he could be 
at once removed and some more responsible per- 
son put in his place. The contractors would have 
to do their work under the direct supervision of 
the Department of Street-cleaning, whose in- 
spectors would be on the constant watch for viola- 
tions of the contract. Bids for the two con- 
tracts, the Commissioner said, would be opened 
on Wednesday, Dec. 28. They would be 
dated Jan. 1, ‘1882, but he did not 
expect the successful bidders would be able to pro- 
vide ali the necessary plant between Dec. 28 and 
New Year’s Day, and there would probably be a 
delay of about 15 days. The contracts would run 
for a period of two years, and Mr. Coleman had no 
doubt that he would find plenty of perfectly re- 
sponsible contractors ready to take hold of the 
work. While contracting for City work was no 
experiment, Mr. Coleman added, cleaning the 
streets by contract was of the nature of an ex- 
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periment. He had no doubt, however, that 
it would prove successful, and he _ be- 
lieved it would result both in a_ sav- 
ing of expense and in giving the 


people cleaner streets. If such was the outcome 
of the contract system, then it was probable that 
the whole City would be so let out by districts. 
For the present, however, it had been thought best 
to contract fora portion of the City only, so that 
in case of any failure the organized force of the 
department could be used below Fourteenth-street 
without causing any delay. 

Police Commissioners Mason, Matthews, and 
Nichols met yesterday, and approved of the follow- 
ing reply to the recent communication from the 
Mayor relative toacomplaint from tre Street- 
cleaning Commissioner, charging want of co-opera- 
tion by the Police Department in his efforts to clean 
the streets: -

| HELD FOR STEALING A“ PUT.” 
| John Fogarty, a clerk in the employ of 
[ Stephen V. White, broker, at No. 8 Wall-street, 
} was arraigned before Justice Bixby, in the Tombs 
Police Court, yesterday, on the charge of stealing a 
| “put,” or privilege, on Robinson consolidated 
} mining stock, valued at $600. Fogarty had charge 
; of the privileges, which, when presented 
| by the holders and cashed, it was his 
duty to cancel. Mr. White had _ missed 
several of these privileges from the rack in which 
they were usually kept, and on Thursday last he 
| ascertained that Forgarty had inclosed one of 
| them to L. Speyer & Co., No. 36 Broad-street. The 
i envelope was post-marked Brooklyn, and bore the 
! signature of “J. M. Fuller.” Speyer & Co. pre- 
| sented the privilege at Mr. White’s office, and re- 
ceived $950. When ‘J. M. Fuller’ called at the 
| office of Speyer & Co. for his share of the transac- 
| tion, amounting to about $600, Mr. Speyer recog- 
| nized a clerk of Mr. White's, and the latter was 
| notified of the cireumstance. He caused Fogarty’s

portunity offered. He bought the mining stock 
on the street at 9% and sold it when it went 
down. There is a rule in Mr. White’s office that 
the olerks shall not be allowed to speculate, and 
Fogarty says he used the name of ‘J. M. Fuller” 
simply te conceal his identity, and did not know 
that there was a business man of that name. When 
he went to collect his money Mr. Speyer recognized 
him, and told him to call inthe morning. Before 
Fogarty called, Mr. Speyer notified Mr. White of 
the occurrence, and the latter caused the arrest of 
Fogarty.

TWO CLAIMANTS FOR AN OFFICE IN JERSEY 
CITY. 

Some time ago the Jersey City Board of 
Public Works, desiring to reward the valua- 
ble services of Hugh Murphy, elected him 
Sireet Commissioner, forgetful of the fact 
that the city already had a Street Commis- 
sioner, Patrick J. Condon by name, whom the 
board iv its haste to elect Mr. Murphy had neglect- 
ed to remove, Subsequently Commissioner Wil- 
liams went to Mayor Taussig and told him that he 
had vofed for Mr. Murphy undera misapprehension, 
and upon this statement Mayor Taussig vetoed the 
appointment of Murphy. The board sustained 


the veto, having become convinced in the mean- 
time that Mr. Murphy’s services were not so valu- 
able as they had supposed, and Mr. Condon retained 
the position. Mr. Murphy was not disposed to 





yield so easily the prize he had so _ uear- 
ly clutched. ‘He sought redress in the Su- 
preme Court, and a mandamus was_ issued 


directing City Clerk Scott to administer the oath 
to Murphy, and that gentieman’was duly sworn in 
on Nov. 2. Hetook no steps to oust Mr. Condon, 
however, and that gentleman, touched per- 
haps by his rival’s forbearance, a few days 
ago resigned. Murphy, who was inspecting the 
building of a bridge at Passaic at the time, imme- 
diately relinguished his position there, and re- 
paired to Jersey City under the impression that he 
was now Street Commissioner beyond dispute. 
But before he arrived in the city the board haa 
elected ex-Chief of Police Nathan, an ther gentle- 
man with along record of valuable services to the 
Democratic Party, for which he has persistently, 


but unsuccessfully, sought recognition since the | 


rae he was ousted from the position of Chief of 
-olice. 

When Mr. Murphy reached Jersey City he re- 
orted to President Budden, of the Board of 
Vorks, but that gentleman refused to recognize 
him except as a private citizen, and insisted that 
Mr. Nathan was the only Street Commissioner. in 
this dilemma Mr. Murphy took pos-ession of the of- 
fice, and declared his intention of remaining. When 
Nathan visited the office he found it locked and 
the key in possession of Murphy. When he went to 
the stable to get the horse and wagon which the 
city provides for the Street Commissioners he found 
Mr. Murphy had taken it out an hour previously. 
His next move was to callon Chief of Police Mur- 
phy to cause the arrest of the usurping Street Com- 
missioner of the same name for larceny, but the 
Chief took the view that it was only a family 
guareel among his neighbors and refused to inter- 
ere. 


It is expected that the Supreme Court will pass 


upon the validity of Mr. Murphy’s claim. 


D. D. CHAMBERLAIN’S QOUSTODY. 





THE WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS DISMISSED 
BY JUDGE LAWRENCE, 

The writ of habeas corpus in the case of Mr. 
Daniel D. Chamberlain, who was alleged to be un- 
lawfully confined in the Bloomingdale Asylum for 
the Insane upon a defective decree of lunacy 
made by the Putnam County Court, was dis- 
missed yesterday by Judge Lawrence, in the 


Supreme Court, Chambers, Mr. Chamberlain 
was taken into court yesterday morning 
by his wife, Mrs. Emma W. Chamberiain. 


She made a return to the writ, declaring that she 
bad been appointed the committee of his person 


regularly, and that he was not taken to the asylum 
forcibly, as he averred in his petition, but went 
there quietly with her. Mr. William Allen Butler 
read to the court the record of the proemacnee 
upon which Mr. Chamberlain was adjudged to bea 
lunatic, and then argued that the Supreme Court 
could not disregard the decree of the Putnam 
County Court. Counsel for Mr. Chamberlain 
said that the proceedings in that court were irregu- 
lar, and that it was proposed to prove that Mr. 
Chamberlain was sane and competent to care for 
his property. While his counsel was talking Mr. 
Chamberlain sat quietly by his wife, a handsome 
and sensible-looking lady below middle age, but 
seemed to be in continual fear of some harm. 
His blue eyes rolled incessantly, but were dull and 
expressionless. Judge Lawrence adjourned the 
hearing until the afternoon and ordered that 
in the meantime Mr. Chamberlain’s attorney, 
Mr. Rufus F. Andrews, should be allowed to con- 
verse with him. When the case was again taken 
up Judge Lawrence said that the Code gave the 
Putnam County Court concurrent jurisdiction 
with the Supreme Court, and that as it had as- 
sumed that jurisdiction he would not be justified 
by the facts before him in interfering with its de- 
cree. He referred to the act of 1874 which would 
permit him to set aside the decree upon proof that 
the petitioner was sane, but said that as that act 
had not been invoked, and it had not been de- 
elared that Mr. Chamberlain was of sound mind, 
he could not assume jurisdiction and must dismiss 
the writ of habeas corpus. M7, Chamberlain went 
away from the eourt-house with his wife without 
making a sign of dissent.

THOSE QUEER CHECKS. 

The Police of this City are looking for Mau- 
rice Mauris, the accomplished confidence man who 
induced Evans & Doane, the bankers, of Boston, 
to cash a torged check for $150 purporting to have 
been drawn by Charles Scribner’s Sons, but the im- 
pression in Police circles is that the forger has es- 
caped from the country. Mr. Scribner says the 


Boston check is the third that has been brought to 
his notice which the swindler has succeeded in con- 
verting intocash. His first victim wasa Mr. Paul, 
of Philadelphia, whom he induced to part with $75 
on a forged check bearing the signature ‘* Charles 
Seribner’s Sons.’”’ Mr. Paul had met Mauris at 
Saratoga last Summer and had been much attract- 
ed to him by his plausible manners. When, there- 
fore, Mauris visited him at his sag of business, he 
had no hesitation in relieving his immediate wants 
by an advance of the small sum of $75, es- 
pecially as Mauris explained that he had 
left this City on business in a hurry, and 
had not the time to arrange his finances satisfac- 
torily. Mauris’s second victim, so far as known to 
the Scribners, was a Mr. Piet, a book-seller of Bal- 
timore. Mauris was introduced to him by the 
financial editor of the Catholic Mirror, and he 
cashed a forged check for $125 to accommodate 
him. All three of the checks were drawn on the 
Mercantile National Bank of this City, and were 
stated by the swindler to have been received by 
him in payment for literary work done for the 
Secribners. The firm has no account at the Mercan- 
tile National Bank, and Mr. Scribner says Mauris 
never did any work for them that he can remember.

A THRIVING PATERSON SOCIETY. 

The Paterson Mutual Building and Loan Associa- 
tion held its third annual meeting on Thursday 
night, when the reporta presented showed that 
there are 714 members in the association. These 
members hold 3,057 shares of stock, on which 
monthly payments of $1 per share have been, and 
are to be, made untileach share shall amount to

THE $800 POLICEMEN SNUBBED.

PUBLIC SERVICH AND PRIVATE 
BUSINESS. 


The public service of a great nation, espe- 
cially in its higher branches, ought to at- 
tract to itself the best talent which the 
country affords. In most highly civilized 
countries this is the case. . The rewards and 
inducements offered under monarchical 
Governments may be greater than would be 
found practicable in a free Republic like 
our own, but the main difference is one 
that has no relation to the form of gov- 
ernment. There is in every great and 
complex community an order of talent 
and of entirely laudable ambition which 
would naturally seek the public service as 
the best field for its exercise and gratifica- 
tion, without the prospect of those special 
honors and rewards which it 1s the pre- 
rogative of monarchs to confer, if the way 
were open to merit and a reasonable cer- 
tainty were presented of advancement ac- 
cording to experience and capacity and of 
continuance in the grades of service fairly 
attained. But with us the way is blocked 
with crowds allured by the distribution of 
offices as political patronage, and there is no 
ground for confidence in promotion accord- 
ing to merit or of security in office dependent 
solely on a display of capacity fer fulfilling 
its duties. There is no assured ‘‘career’’ in 
the public service for men of talent and am- 
bition who would gladly devote themselves 
to it and take the chances of a fair and hon- 
orable competition. Accordingly, there is 
no class of men who devote * them- 
selves assiduously to the studies . that 
would prepare them for. public life. 
Those of high character and attain- 
ments who from taste and fitness would 
naturally seek to distinguish themselves in 
this field are deterred at the outset by the 
discouragements with which they are con- 
fronted. They are not willing to accept the 
conditions on which the public service can 
be entered or submit to the risks which it 
presents. They must choose a career that 
has a future to it, and in which capacity 
and experience meet with a just reward. 

The result is that we have few statesmen 
and many politicians. Instead of the best 
intellect and character seeking the public 
service, it generally avoids it and indulgesin 
criticism or devotes itself exclusively to pri- 
vate callings where there is a continual de- 
mand for ability and integrity that can be 
relied on. If it so happens that a man in 
public office develops a high degree of ad- 
ministrative skill, and shows himself ca- 
pable of managing great interests with suc- 
cess, it is a happy accident that results in no 
permanent benefit to the State, for pri- 
vate business with its superior inducements 
speedily finds him out and draws him away. 
As the head of a corporation or a great busi- 
ness enterprise, he secures a higher reward, 
and, what to him is of more consequence, 
an assured position dependent upon no con- 
tingency but his own capacity for the busi- 
ness. Thus we see from time to time the 
best men in the public service drawn into 
private business simply because it offers 
them a better field for the exercise of their 
abilities. 

What is true of positions filled by ap- 
pointment is also true of places that are 
to be reached by popular election, and for 
reasons which, if not the same, are attribut- 
able to the same source—the system of polit- 
ical patronage. The people would doubt- 
less prefer to choose as their representatives 
in legislative bodies and to place in charge 
of the administration of public affairs

duties to be performed. But their 
choice is restricted to candidates placed 
before them by party organizations. The 
selection of those candidates they are seldom 
able to control, for the reason that party or- 
ganizations fall under the management of 
men whose power and motives are supplied 
by the distribution of patronage. These 
Managers want a man in Congress who will 
use his influence in securing offices accord- 
ing to their wishes, and they want candi- 
dates who will supply them with funds for 
their partisan purposes, The man of char- 
acter and ability who would best serve the 
people is unable to obtain their suffrages 
without submitting to conditions and re- 
sorting to methods which are revolting to 
him. Accordingly, he keeps out of public 
life. 

The ‘‘ spoils’ system not only operates to 
repel the best talent from the public service 
and to expel it when it shows itself, but it 
attracts the worst material. That this is 
sifted as well as appears to be the fact 
is a matter for wonder. That our 


public service is tolerably respectable is 
due to a compulsory sorting of the 
motley crowd of applicants for office, which. 
is absolutely forced upon the men having 


control of appointments in order that the 


demands of an intelligent and vigilant pub- 
lic sentiment may be in some measure met. 
But the selection has to be made largely 
from a horde of aimless, thriftless incapa- 
bles who are besieging the portals of the 
public service because they have no definite 


capacity for any high order of employment 
elsewhere. They do not rely on their merits, 
and would not dare to submit them to any 
genuine test, but they depend on influence 


and claims of political service, and some of 
them are little better than objects of charity 


seeking a livelihood at the hands of the Gov- 
ernment. ‘The spectacle presented at Wash- 
ington when there is achange in the head of 


the Administration or any of the depart- 
ments, or when either branch of Congress 
has occasion to appoint a few clerks or mes- 
sengers, is simply humiliating to the pride of 
republicanism. The forces of the Govern- 
ment are directed, for the time being, to 


disposing of places and making places and 
getting rid of applicants for places, in a 


manner to cause the least offense and pro- 
duce the most gratification in a political 
sense, without absolutely swamping the 
public service with employes that are not 
needed and would be good for nothing if 


there were places for them, Certainly a 
system that repels the best and attracts the 


worst and compels such a demoralizing 
process of selection is sadly in need of re- 
form, not only for the sake of the service, 
but for the sake of the public men who are 
its victims and the crowd of place-seekers 


who are allured to disappointment. 








OUR EXPENSIVE CUSTOM-HOUSES. 

An analysis of the tables attached to the 
report of the Supervising Special Agent of 
the Treasury Department shows a very cu- 


rious state of things in a large proportion of 


our Custom-houses. Those of our readers 
who have noticed only the receipts and cost 
of collection for the large ports, or even 
those who have given attention to the gen- 
eral statistics reported by the Treasury De- 
partment, can have but little notion of the 
heavy and unnecessary burden borne by the 
commerce of the country under our ‘present 
system. It is generally understood that the 
Customs duties vield a revenue to the Govern- 
ment of from $130,000,000 to $200,000,000, 
and atan average expense which has steadily 
fallen from nearly 5-per cent. to about 3 1-5 
per cent., @. ¢., ata total cost of from $5,500,- 
000 to $6,500,000. This implies an una- 
voidable burden of very considerable extent, 
for every dollar of the two. hundred millions 
collected from the Customs last year was 
necessarily taken from the active capital of 
trade. But that is an obstacle which our 
representatives have elected to lay in the 
path of commerce. It is a consequence of 
the principle on which the fiscal legislation 
of the United States rests, and so long as we 
adhere to that principle we must be prepared 
to suffer the consequences of its application. 

But the abuses connected with the collec- 
tion of this vast revenue drawn from trade 
are neither necessary nor legitimate effects 
of the application of the principle, and it is 
on these that the report of Mr.\Trneus 
throws agreat deal of light. - The Customs 
revenue of the United States is collected 
from 180 districts and _sub-districts, each 
one having its separate and distinct force, 
making its collections and reporting them. 
Of these 180 districts there were 22 in which 
during 1881 not one dollar of: revenue from 
Customs-was collected, and there were 82 in 
which every dollar of any kind of revenue 
obtained cost the Government for collection 
all the way from $1 to $11 75. There were 
21 more in which every dollar obtained cost 
more than half a dollar for collection. In 
other words, in two-fifths of the Customs dis- 
tricts of the United States the cost of collec- 
tion was more than 50 per cent.; in nearly 
one-fourth of them the cost was over 100 per 
cent. Some specific examples will illustrate 
the absurdity of a system which tends to 
such inexcusable extravagance as this. 

In the district of Albemarle, N. C., 5 
men collected $1,881 at an expense of 
$4,995 76, the cost for each dollar of rev- 
enue being $2 738. In Annapolis, Md., it 
took 4 men to collect a few cents less 
than $700 at an expense of $2,053 and 
an average cost of $2 94 for each dollar of 
revenue. At Barnstable, Mass., 23 men 
were employed in collecting $2,629, of 
which $462 was for Customs duties and 
tonnage tax; the expenses were $6,018, and 
each dollar of collection cost $2 29. At 
Beaufort, N. C., the duties were $18 84; 
the total coilections were $659; the expenses 
were $2,370, or 246 per cent.; 4 men 
were employed. At Castine, Me., 6 men 
collected $2,264, at an expense . of 
$5,576, or 246 per cent. At York, in the 
same State, $38 was taken in, 2 men were 
engaged, and the expenses were $263, or 685 
per cent. In St, Augustine, Fla., 6 men 
collected $814, of which $60 was duties, 
and were paid $1,798, or 572 per cent. At 
Petersburg, Va., the cost of collection was 
574 per cent. ; at Nantugxet, Mass., it was 770 
per cent. Outin Montana 3 men managed to 
collect $385, at a cost of $2,921, or 872 per 
cent. Tne climax is reached in our own 
State; at Dunkirk 2 men scraped to- 
gether $120 duties and $66 of fees, in all 
$186, at a cost of $2,192, or 1,176 per cent. 

These are not isolated cases. They are 
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the most striking, and we cite them to give 
our readers a clear impression of the useless 
extravagance to which we have referred. We 
repeat that in two of every five Customs dis- 
tricts in the United States the cost of collec- 
tion is more than 50 per cent., and in one out 
of every four the cost is over 100 per cent. 
Various reasons may be assigned for this 
anomaly. One, and the most plausible, is 
that the district organizations which appar- 
ently cost much more than they are worth 
are really necessary to prevent smuggling— 
to drive in the game, so to speak, to other 
districts, where it is bagged. But this is 
true only in regard to a-» very 
few districts, and not necessarily true 
of them. Mr. Trnewz, the Supivis- 
ing Special Agent, who is peculiarly 
qualified to express an opinion on this point, 
says: ‘‘The consolidation of districts and 
reduction of the number of ports of entry 
is called for by sound business considera- 
tions, and may be accomplished without 
impairing the means necessary to prevent 
smuggling or withdrawing proper facilities 
for documenting vessels.”” ‘‘ Local pride 
or interests’’ he believes to be the sole mo- 
tive for keeping up many of these districts, 
with their absurd array of Collectors, 
Deputies, Inspectors, who imitate the 
King of France and his 10,000 men by 
marching up to the Paymaster’s window 
and marching back again—and nothing 
more. 


It has been suggested by an officer of high 
position and long experience in the Customs 


service that a very great saving might be 
made in the organization along the coast 
and on the lakes by combining the duties 
of a coast guard with those of the life-sav- 


ing service. Each requires the same sort of 
men, hardy, active, and disciplined; each 
requires steady vigilance in the same region, 
while neither furnishes constant occupation. 
Such a combination, moreover, would ren- 
der more easy the employment of a sufficient 
force for the life-saving service, which is 


now inadequate, and, as Judye Fouaer has 


pointed out, so poorly paid that the right 
kind of men cannot be got for it. This 
suggestion is well worth consideration. In 
any case, there is no excuse whatever for 


the continuance of the wasteful and ridicu- 


lous system of which we have given exam- 
ples. 








THE PUBLIO LANDS OF TEXAS. 
According to recent statements of the 
Commissioner of Lands in Texas, that ‘‘im- 


perial State” has not managed the sale of 


its public domain either wisely for its own 
interests or with entire honesty toward 
the purchasers of its land certificates. 
This is a matter of practical interest to 
many people at the North, particu- 


larly in the Eastern States, where there 


is hardly a rural community to be found 


that has not been visited by land agents 
from Texas, who in innumerable cases have 
taken the accumulated earnings of hard- 
working farmers, mechanics, and small 


tradesmen in exchange for certificates for 
land which subsequent investigation proved 
to be either worthless on account of its re- 
moteness from towns and roads, or prac- 
tically non-existent, many of the farms 
and ‘‘village lots’? thus sold proving to be 
under water. The Austin correspondent 
of the Galveston News says that the 
present Commissioner, Capt. Watsu, ‘‘is 
the only Commissioner for twenty-odd years 
who has understood the land system of 
Texas, and has in his short term of office 
corrected more abuses and saved the school 
land from more thieving operations than all 
his predecessors together.’’ Capt. WaLsx’s 
statements to the correspondent show that 
the State had pressing need of just such an 
officer as-he is said to be. 

The first striking fact is that the State has 
issued and sold certificates for something 
over 2,000,000 acresof land more than it has 
subject to purchase, and under the present 
land laws this grave error will not be cor- 
rected, as the land now being, and hence- 
forth to be, surveyed will be covered by’new 
certificates. As late as 1878 the total area of 
the State was reduced, on a corrected esti- 
mate, from: 274,000 to 269,000 square 
miles, which * diminished . the » domain 
available for locations by 8,200,000 acres. 
After this was done there remained on Sept. 
1, 1880, 17,891,810 acres of land surveyed 
and subject.to location. Between that date 
and Dec.” 1 of the present year the Com- 
missioner issued certificates for 26,924 sec- 
tions of 640 acres each, or an aggregate of 
17,281,360 acres, leaving but 160,450 acres 
to be disposed of. . But it is discovered that 
a deduction of fully 1,000,000 acres is to be 
made from the 17,391,810 acres supposed to be 
held by the State in 1880, on account of 
navigable water-courses, which the State 


.authorities seem to have recently found out 


cannot rightly be called land and sold as 
such. The Colorado, for instance, which 
is nearly 1,000 miles long and has a 
superficial area of not less than 200 
square miles, has hitherto been reckoned as 
‘‘Jand subject to location.’’. Then another 
million is to be taken off for the Spanish land 
grants confirmed by the Legislature of 1852, 
the land actually taken under the grants and 
now beyond recovery being that trifling 
amount in excess of the number of acres 
designated in the grants which have hith- 
erto furnished the basis of calculation in es- 
timating the reserve still held by the State. 
A similar error of some 500,000 acres has 
been discovered in the surveys of lands 
transferred on located certificates, the sur- 
veyors having given ‘‘ good measure’’ with 
undiscriminating generosity. These items 
foot up 2,500,000 acres, which, deducted 
from the estimated 17,891,810 acres, leaves 
14,891,810 acres as the actual domain sub- 
ject to location on Sept. 1, 1880. But the 
State has already sold 17,231,360 acres, or 
2,339,550 acres more than it possessed. 

It would naturally be supposed that the 
first consequence of the discovery of these 
gross blunders would be an order to stop the 
sale of further certificates. But Commis- 
sioner WaLsH says that the land sub- 
sidy and pension laws leave him no 
discretion in the matter. As _ fast 
as the subsidized railroads complete new 
sections they demand the issue of certifi- 
cates, and their demands are complied with, 
and enterprising agents make haste to buy 
up these certificates and dispose of them at 
a large profit to incautious purchasers in the 
North. It is no defense or justification for 
this over-issue of land scrip that the State 
prints on each certificate the stipulation 
that it will not hold itself liable for 
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any deficiency in the public domain. 
Any glib-tongued agent could readily 
explain away such a provision as amere 
formal clause of the warrant, and the aver- 
age Northern buyer of Texas lands has very 
little opportunity to get at the facts. So 
long as the State of Texas has outstanding 
certificates for 2,839,550 acres of public land 
in excess of its available domain it simply 
becomes a party to a swindle by continuing 
to issue these warrants. A day of settle- 
ment will come some time, and then a large 
body of holders of certificates will find them- 
selves without land to settle on—this is oc- 
curring all the time—or else there must be a 
pro rata reduction on all intending settlers— 
@ grievous wrong in either case. 

From further criticism of Commissioner 
Watsx on the policy pursued by his prede- 
cessors it is evident that the school lands of 
the State have been managed with disgraceful 
wastefulness. ‘This is an important trust, 
inherited by the present Government of the 
State from the provident rulers of the Re- 


public of Texas and the early State Govern- 
ments. The republic set apart 221,900 acres 


-of land as a foundation for a university. 


About one-half of this has been sold, realiz- 
ing half a million dollars. Under the Con- 


stitution of 1876 a further area of 1,000,- 


000 acres is set apart for the univer- 
sity. Nor are the necessities of primary 
education ignored. Each of the counties 
in Texas has been allotted 17,712 acres from 
the State lands for the support of common 
schocls. The funds derived from the sale 
of the university and the county lands are 
to be invested in State and United States 
bonds, the income only being expended. It 
appears that thousands of acres of these 


lands have been sold at less than half their 


actual worth. On inquiry, the present Com- 
missioner finds that the old appraisement, 
under which all sales have been made, is 
doubled by well-informed local appraisers. 


A great dealof the fine timbered land be- 
longing to the school fund has been sold on 


ten years’ credit, and after stripping all the 
timber, the buyers abandoned it, having 
merely paid interest for a year or two. The 
educational clauses of the Texas Constitu- 


tion have been a source of pride to the citi- 
zens of the State, but the fruits of these wise 
provisions will prove disappointing if such 
mistakes are not speedily corrected. There 


is apparently a wide field for-reform in the 
public land system of Texas. 








TIRESOME INSECTS. 
The most tiresome insect in existence is 
probably the ant, although that exasperat- 
ing pattern of all the virtues is closely 


rivaled by the coral insect. Ever since the 
time of King Sotomon, and probably from 


a still earlier period, solemn and wearisome 
moralists have urged their fellow-beings to 
go to the ant, and learn industry, business 
habits, ancient and modern languages, and 
the use of the globes from that wretched 
little insect. By implication we have all 
been assured that we are far inferior by 


nature to the ant, and that we can never be- 


come valuable citizens unless we imi- 
tate ants. After a few thousand years 
this sort of thing has become pain- 
fully tiresome. Undoubtedly the — ant 
has its virtues, but after ali it is animmense- 
ly overrated insect. It works industriously, 
but it also works unnecessarily and in cir- 
cumstances which prove that it lacks good 
judgment. It keeps cows, or insects to that 
effect, and supplies itself with pure currant- 
bush country milk, but unless it is every 
man’s duty to keep his own cow, of what 
value is the example of the ant in this re- 
respect? Sir Joun LusBsock assures us that 
the ants have a religion, and that they wor- 
ship a black beetle. Surely, no worse ex- 
ample could be set before Christian people 
than is.afforded by the gross paganism of 
the ants. So weary has the public become 
of being unceremoniously sent to the ant 
that there is now a growing disposition to 
refuse to have anything to do with ants, and 
to regard them as little better than crawling 
nuisances. 

The coral insect has also been upheld as a 
model of industry,, and boys who have 
shown a tendency to shirk their studies have 
been required to take notice that the coral 
insect can build an entire island by working 
at it for afew million years, and that this 
thrilling fact ought to make boys willing to 
study a particularly hard lesson for at least 
three or four thousand years before they 
become discouraged and inform their teach- 
ers that the lesson is too hard. ‘The coral 
insect has also been lugged into literature 
and sermons to an extent that is sim- 
ply maddening, and that creates a thirst for 
blood in the man who reads for the ten 
thousandth time of the infinitesimal mason 
of the Pacific reefs.. Moreover, the coral 
insect has lent his assistance to overthrow 
UsHER’S chronology, and is continually ap- 
pealed to by geologists who wish to prove 
that it must have taken seven millions of 
years for the coral insects of Florida to build 
areef over the remains of an india rubber 
boot or other undoubted relic of primeval 
man. On the whole, the coral insect, if 
possibly less tiresome than the ant, is more 
injurious to the peace of mind and happi- 
ness of mankind. 

Efforts have been made from time to time 
by designing moralists to elevate the bee to 
a level with the coral insect and the ant. 


Dr. Warts admiringly asks ‘‘ how doth the- 
little busy bee,’’ and expects his readers to { 


answer in terms of high commendation of 
that insect; while naturalists are never tired 
of telling us that the hexagonal cell of the 
bee is a marvel of mechanical skill. They 
never seem to notice that the bee is utterly 
incapable of inventing even the simplest 
hive, and has to depend upon man both for 
hives and for the introduction of honey 
into the market. As for Dr. Warts, if a 
bee had only stung him on his venerable 
nose he would have had an entirely differ- 
ent opinion of what is probably one of the 
most vicious, violent, and objectionable in- 
sects ever patronized by mistaken and tedi- 
ous moralists. 

Whatever obligations we may owe to Mr. 
CHARLES DARWIN as an ingenious and en- 
tertaining naturalist, he has forfeited them 
ail by his late attempt to provide us with a 
new pattern of perfection in the shape of the 
earth-worm. He has written a whole vol- 
ume in praise of that hitherto despised ani- 
mal. According to Mr. Darwin, the earth- 
worm is far more industrious and intelligent 
than the ant, the coral insect, and the bee; 
and henceforth moralista will constantly be 


sending us to the earth-worm. It appears 
that the earth-worm, who bores his way 
through the ground by swallowing the earth 
in his path, was the original inventor of the 
system of propelling vessels by pumping in 
water at the bow and pumping it out again 
at the stern. The amount of work done by 
the worms in excavating the earth is enor- 
mous, but their favorite occupation is bury- 
ing ruined cities. It has always been 
& mystery how the remains of Roman 
and Grecian cities have been buried seem- 
ingly without attracting the attention of 
man. Mr. DARWIN shows that the earth- 
worm has been the sexton of archeology. 
When the worms find a large stone, a 
fallen column, or an abandoned iron pot 
lying in a field, they proceed to undermine 
it by digging away the earth underneath it, 
while at the same time they bring immense 
quantities of earth to the surface and de- 
posit it near the edge of the object to be 
buried. Asa consequence, the object sinks 
slowly into the ground, and is covered by 


the earth brought to the surface by the 


worms, so that after a time it totally disap- 
pears. This is the way in which the ruins 
of antiquity have been buried, and'although 
the process of burying is such-a slow one 
that we do not notice it, our houses are at 
this moment being buried by the earth- 
worms. 


It can be easily foreseen that the earth- 
worm, combining, as he does, the pestilent 


industry of the ant with the fondness for 


burying things and forming new strata char- 


acteristic of the coral insect, will become 
more tiresome than either of the latter, and 
that Mr. Darwny, as his inventor, will earn 
the lasting disapprobation of mankind,

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THE BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

The rehearsal yesterday afternoon gave 
every promise of one of the best concerts to-night 
that has been recorded in the history of the society, 
and, in fact, one of the best concerts that can be 
given in any city. The society was reinforced by 
the newly organized chorus, and Miss Schell, Miss 
Winant, and Signor Galassi as soloists. The first 
number on the programme is Schumann’s Sym- 
phony No. 3,in E flat, known as the ‘ Rhenish 
Symphony.”’ It was played yesterday with smooth- 
ness and the animated atyle that distinguishes this 
orchestra. There is no criticism to be made ex- 
eept to say that it was a complete and enjoyable 
performance. The scenes from Gliick’s ‘* Alceste,” 
in which the soloists, chorus,and orchestra all took 
part, were admirably given. Signor Galassi, in the 
difficult music allotted him, showed how perfect 
an artist he is, and, if possible, added to his reputa- 
tion, not only as the possessor of a noble voice, but 
as a singer of exceptional skill. The burden of 
the selections rested on him, and he so thoroughly 
discharged his duties that it was somewhat 
surprising the audience were not more en- 
thusiastic. In the second part, after the 
overture, Signor Galassisang the aria, “‘ Die Frist ist 
um,” from Wagner’s “Flying Dutchman,” and de- 
livered it with manly spirit and an elegance worthy 
of the highest praise. The gem of the rehearsal, as 
has been before remarked, was the lovely manu- 
script duo nocturne, “ Beatrice and Benedick,” by 
Berlioz, sung by Miss Schell and Miss Winant. 
Each of these young ladies was in capital voice, 
and they sang the duo charmingly, in a graceful, 
feminine marner and without apparent effort. 
The duo is one ef the best additions to the reper- 
toire of concert singers that has been made of late 
years. It is hardly necessary to state that through- 
out the rehearsal the orchestra answered every 
demand of the conductor. The composition of the 
sosiety is well known, and its list of members con- 
tains the names of the best performers in this city 
and Brooklyn. The members fully justified their 
reputation and ;played in their best manner. A 
particular matter of interest was in the newly 
formed chorus, which, it is stated, numbers 
600. It appears to be a well- balanced 
organization, possibly a littie timid in attack, 
but evidently composed of excellent material, 
whieh, with practice and the mutual confidence 
that comes only from experience and association, 
will develop into a strong chorus. They did some 
excellent singing, notably the concludizg number 
of the scenes from “ Alceste,” entitled ‘ With 
Wreaths of roses.” whieh was given witn delicacy 
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and in the most artistic style. This society, owing 
to the exertions of Mr. Thomas, promises to be a 
valuable addition to the choral forces of New-York 
and Brooklyn. The voices seem strong and fresh, 
and al: that is needed is steady practice. The con- 
cert to-night will, without doubt, be one of the 
most brilliant and interesting im the history of the 
Brooklyn Philharmonic Society.: 
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MME. PATTI’S CONCERT. 

The Brooklyn Academy of Music was well 
filled in the lower floor last evening, though by no 
means crowded, and the audience in the galleries 
was conspicuous by its absence on the occasion of 
Mme. Patti’s last concert prior to her departure 
for the West. There has been and will be an 
absurd amount of nonsense written about this 
artist. That she has positive merits it would be 
idle to deny, but that she gives good concerts, even 
though they are called ‘* grand operatic concerts,” 
would be equally absurd to state. The whole 
scheme of the season appears to have been 
conceived with the impression that Americans 
were anxious to throw away money on foreign 
artists and did not know the bad from the good. 
The plan has been several times modified, and now 
the concert of last night was given at a much re 
duced and comparatively moderate price, but even 
in its present form it does not deserve any consid: 


eration from an artistic point of view. To state 
the truth, a more wretched concert has sel. 
dom been given in New-York or Brooklyn, 
where there was an assumption of supe 
riority. It was, in a word, a cheap show, 
The first part of the programme consisted of seven 
numbers, beginning with an overture by the orches- 
tra; then, in place of the duo announced on the 
programme Signor Salvati appeared and sang 
Leporello’s ‘‘Madamina” from "Don Giovanni.” 
After this dismal effort Mme. Pattisang “ Bel rag- 
gio” from ‘“Semiramide.’’ The orchestra sat 
patiently in their seats, and the accompaniment 
was played on the piano in a slipshod, perfunctory 
manner by Mr. Gorno. There was the inevitable 
suggestion that Mme. Patti was not singing tha 
cavatinag as it is written, and that the 
change of key to a lower pitch made it 
necessary to dispense with the orchestra, as hag 
been done on previous occasions. Mme. Patti sang 
it in brilliant style and excellent taste. After sev: 
eral recalls she treated her audience to “ Comin! 
Thro’ the Rye,” an infelicitous selection, for, 
with all her art, she is not an eminent ballad singer, 
In Knight’s ballad, “*She wore a wreath of roses,” 
Mme. Patti was ordinarily good and responded ta 
the encore with the “ Last Rose of Summer.’’ Both 
songs were well sung, but the most ardent admirers 
of this artist must admit that there are no “tears 
in her voice,” and that it is not in English bal. 
lads that she can command the best success. 
Signor Nicolini gave avery distressing perform- 
ance of an aria from ‘‘I Lombardi,” and Mlle. 
Castellan played with orchestra a concerto by De 
Beriot. The second part of the concert consisted of 


the fourth act of ‘‘Il Trovatore,” with Mme. Patti 
as Leonora, Signor Nicolini as Manrico, Signora 


Bettini as Azucena, and Signor Salvatias Conte 
di Luna. Regarding the act in its entirety, it 
may be justly pronounced a disgrace to 
the management and an insult to our musical taste 
and knowledge. Mme. Patti made a mistake in 
presenting herself in this fragment, She is not a 


dramatic soprano fitted for such grand rdles as 
Leonora, but rather for the lighter characters of 


Bellini, Rossini, and Donizetti. She overacted the 
part last night so palpably that it was painful to 
her well-wishers, and her singing was not of the 
best. It is quite evident that Mme. Patti’s forte is 
in light Italian music, with ornamentation and fiort 
turi. Thus far she has given no indication of ability 
to assume grand réles, nor does her voice warrant it, 
Perhaps a more tiresome musical infliction has not 
been heard inthis part of the eountryin many 
years than the so-called singing of Signor Nicolini 
in the part of Manrico. It was wonderfuily un: 
pleasant. His power seemed tobe as unlimited ai 
was his use of the tremolo. It was disgraceful t« 
the stage, and made the whole entertainment com 
mon. If we could only hear Mme. Patti with com 
petent assistants in such operas as she sings with 
effect, there is no doubt she would justify the rep 
utation with which she eomes to us from Europe 
As she now presents herself to a New-York or 
Brooklyn audience she does not command the posi- 
tion that is claimed for her, and so farshe hag 


done nothing to deserve it.

mumns of reading matter, 24 columns were 
telegraphic dispatches or reports of occur- 
rences in or near this City, while 
734 columns were filled with special articles on 
n great variety of topics, book reviews, items 
of interest to scientific persons, the gleanings 


of the most recent magazines, political and 
social gossip from France and England, and 
other interesting reading presented in an at- 
tractive form, An idea of the volume of read- 
ing matter collected is best conveyed by com- 
parison of the mass with that presented in the 
popular magazines. The reading matter con- 
tained in Tue Times was printed principal 
in nonpareil and minion types, a very small 
4 of it being in brevier. If the 

14g columns were all set in the type— 
brevier—which constitutes the body of 
the leading magazines, it would make about 
225 pages of sucha bookas Harper’s or the 
Century. The average number of pages in 
these magazines is about 160, amd a great 
many of the pages of the magazines are filled 
with illustrations. Were the newspaper ad- 
vertisements ‘*made up’’ in similar page form 
and added to the reading matter, the bulk of 
such a magazine would be prodigious. 

That the reading publicis attracted by the 
variety of information published in a news- 
paper is proved by the constantly increasing 
demand for it. The variety is infinitely 
greater than that contained in any maga- 
zine, For example take Harper’s for Decem- 
ber. In its 160 pages the number of subjects 
enumerated are 23—exclusive of the items in 
several departments, principally those devoted 
to reviews, anecdotes, and editorial comments 
upon current events. In Scribner’s for the 
Bame month the contents included 25 subjects. 
The variety in each instanee was as great as 
the limits and style of the magazine per- 
mitted. In the newspaper more subjects 
are treated with brevity, the verbosity of 
prolific penmen having, in the course of 
newspaper making, undergone the criticism of 
the editor and the curtailing operations of 
** the man with the blue pencil.”? All sorts of 
tastes must be consulted in the selection of 
reading matter—of articles of a purely litera- 
<4 character; but the news must be given in 
all the fullness possible to be secured. Glanc- 
Ing at the teeming columns one will find dis- 
patches from one end of this eountry to the 
pther and the latest developments concerning 
Kings and men in Europe. From Europe 
there are details of the terrible fire in the 
Vienna Theatre, told with almost as much at- 
tention to particulars as the stery of an- 
other horribie fire in Pittsburg. The latest 
undertakings of the people who are de- 
voting themselves to the organization of 
charitable associations are given with fullness, 
and mre doubly interesting as news and as in- 
dicafions of better regulation of social affairs. 
Railroad enterprises, some of them of great 

ith and merit, and others of a nature demand- 
ng scrutiny, come in for notice, and there are 
revelations about the methods of a City de- 
partment which arrest the attention of every 
tax-payer. 

The infinite variety possible to the news- 
paper is only ayproachable in the magazine, 
while the freshness of the newspaper is impos- 
sible with the magazine maker. The editorial 
columrs contain the opinions of writers of ex- 
perience, cenclusions based upon the latest 
and most correct information procurable, and 
deductions which may throw light upon various 
subjects to persons of an unreflective turn of 
mind. It is searcely to be supposed that every 
reader will read everything. The person 
who delights in gossip abeut the stage 
and actors or singers will not only 
devour the announcements of forthcoming 
noveltles, but will read with avidity about the 
decline of the gallery gods, and analyze eareful- 
ly the notices of the latest performances of the 
opera or drama. The growing taste for house- 
hold decoration is encouraged, the angler is in- 
terested in a description of the fishing-pole 
manufacture, while for the ladies there are 
msny hints of value to those interested in 
household economy and the newest freaks of 
Parisian fashion-makers. The latest books are 
epitomized, the latest paintings described as 
thecritic sees them, the most recent conclusions 
of scientists are reported, and even the inter- 
pretation of the Sunday-school lesson for the 
day is given, as made by a chosen teacher. 

Ail this variety, attracting as it does sucha 
diversity of readers, naturally attracts a 
throng of advertisers, who seek the mest con- 
venient and effective method of directing at- 
tention to the goods they wish to dispose of. 
In an attractive way the contents of their 
shops are thus spread out before the people 
who kave money to spend, presents to make, 
wardrobes to be replenished, families to enter- 
tain, wedding gifts to be purchased, Christ- 
mias stockings to fill, and a world of other de- 
mands to be attended to. The advertiser 
knows that in presenting himself side by side 
with the record of current events he will not 
fail to attract attention and patronage, and 
the reader readily discovers where to find the 
merchant who keeps pace with the infinite 
needs of the time. 


SUICIDE BY HANGING, 
Frederick Charlies Bruns, aged 63, a confec- 
tloner, committed suicide yesterday at No. 276 
Eighth-avenve by hanging himself in the kitchen 


with a piece of packing cord. He made a noose, 
ut it round bis neck, tied the loose end to a nail 
n the wall, knelt, and allowed his weight to bear 
on the cord until he was nearly suffocated. His 
wife found him still alive, but he died just as Offi- 
cer Thomas, of the Sixteenth Precinct, who had 
been called, entered the house. Bruns was born 
in Germany and came to this country in 1848. He 
was an accomplished confectioner, and for 30 years 
was constantly empioyed to do the best work in 
the trade. Recently he manufactured sugar-flow- 
ers for table decoration at hisown home. He was 
a drunkard, and was suffering from an excessive 
use of liquor when he took his life. He leaves a 
girl 8 years old.

COLLISION ON THE NORTH RIVER. 
After coaling at dock No. 9 at Hoboken, 
yesterday afternoon, the tug-boat William Parks, 
owned by Lewis F. Bloodgood and formerly used 
by the Street-cleaning Bureau, went 8 little way 


up the river to tow a schooner to Red Hook. The 
schooner was surrounded by various craft, and it 
was necessary to use a long hawser. George 
Emery, steward of the tug, helped to carry the 
hawser to the schooner, and then went into the 
kitchen of the tug. The schooner was drawn out 
of the fleet at anchor, and had gone about 500 feet 
when the tide caught her, and she twisted round 
and bore down on the tug so that her stern struck 
the pilot-house of the tug, broke its fastenings, 
it up, and would have swept it 
away had not the schooner drifted and 
the house to fall back into its place. At the 
time of the collision Emery went on the deck of 
the oe ust as the schooner cleared hera 
heavy whieh hung from davits at the schoon- 


er’s stern came down with a run, and the bow 
struck Emery, breaking his shoulder-blade and 
two ribs. It is thought that in the excitement 
caused by the collision some welt-meaning person 
on the schooner cast off the hoisting ropes of the 
boat from the Delaying pins with the intention of 
rendering aid to those on the tug. Oapt. Blood- 

refused the tow, and took Emery to the pier 
at Fifth-street and the East River and notified the 
Police of the Eleventh Precinct, who summoned 
an ambulance and had Emery taken to Bellevue

INSPECTING THE THEATRES. 


CONDITION OF BOOTH’S—RECOMMENDATIONS 
MADE BY CHIEF GICQUEL. 
Chief Benjamin A, Gicquel, of the Fire De- 


partment, inspected Bvoth’s Theatre yesterday. 
The wails were found to be very strongly built, but 
about the building there was observed a great deal 
of light wood-work that, as the Chief expressed it, 
was “little better than pasteboard.”’ The proscen- 
fum arch of the theatre is of wood, and only ex- 
tends to the ceiling, above which isa room eight 
feet high, extending over the whole auditorium. If 
fire caught on the stage it would run up to this 
room, which is filled with old scenery and other in- 
flammable material, and in a very short time the 
whole house would be ablaze. The distance from 


the parquet to the roof is 100 feet, and if the 
ceiling burned and fell a mass of _ material 
would crush the people beneath. ‘There are 
three fly-galleries, the highest of which, the ‘‘rig- 
ging loft,” is 68 feet from the stage. The only 
means of ascending to, or descending from, these 
galleries isa single small winding stairway. Tne 
painters’ loft is on the back part of the stage. The 
dressing-rooms are in a separate building on the 
south side of the theatre, and back of the adjoin- 
ing block fronting on Sixth-avenue, and the only 
communication with the stage is by a single door. 
The building is not connected with any other, and 
the actors, in leaving it, must cong through 
the theatre. The entrance for the employes 
and actors other than the “stars” is by 
means of a subterranean passage. A stair- 
way under the gallery stairway at the 
main entrance on Sixth-avenue leads to it, and the 
serpentine passage ends beneath the boxes on the 
south-west corner of the stage. If this way were 
taken to leave the theatre while a crowd was surg- 
ing out, those in the passage would certainly per- 
ish inthe event of fire. The door swings into the 
lobby, and of course a dense crowd would keep it 
closed. if the people in the dressing-rooms suc- 
ceeded in reaching the auditorium they would be 
the last to leave the theatre, as they would be at 
the back of the crowd. The means of egress from 
the auditorium is very good. Three large doors 
can be thrown open on the Twenty-third-street 
side besides the two entrances—one on Twenty- 
third-street and tne other on Sixth-avenue. 
One large stairway leads to the two first galleries, 
and a narrow continuation to thethird. The up- 
per tier is very large, and the seats are run back on 
a steep ascent. Four aisles, or, rather, short flights 
of stairs, lead to the exit. Atthefrear of the gal- 
lery the seats are some distance from the floor, 
and all that prevents spectators from falling into 
the aisles isa low railing. In a panic people would 
be thrown into the aisles, which in a few seconds 
would be effectually clogged up. A second stair- 
way extends tothe artists’ building in the same 
block, but itis closed. One good feature is two 
large skylights over the stage, and Chief Gicquel 
ordered ropes attached to these so that 
that they could be instantly opened in case 
of fire. A strong draft would then be created | and 
the flames and smoke would be driven from the 
auditorium and up through the roof. The fireman 
detailed for duty at the theatre is stutioned in the 
“* rigging loft’’ and it will be his duty if he is unable 
to extinguish the flames and sees that the destruc- 
tion of tne building is inevitable, to open the sky- 
light. He is provided with a rope to lower himself 
from a window tothe ground, Unless additional 
avenues of escape from the galleries were provided, 
the Chief recommended balcony fire-escapes on 
the two street fronts. Among other recom- 
mendations were the construction of a brick 
proscenium arch extending to the roof to shut 
the stage off from the auditorium, the removal of 
the scenery from the attio and rubbish from all 
parts of the theatre; fire-escapes from the building 
oecupied for dressing-rooms to the adjacent build- 
ings, and iron shutters to all the doors and win- 
dows; an exit leading directly to the street under 
the house for the employes; a separate stairway to 
the upper gallery ; the opening of the passage 
through the artists’ building; communication with 
Fire Department Head-quarters, and communica- 
tion between the stage manager or prompter and 
the engine-room under the sidewalk. Perforated 
pipes would deluge the stage, and over the boxes 
are two tanks containing 3,000 gallons of water 
each. The gas-jets, too, are well protected with 
iron screens and there are no swinging brackets. 
The carpenter’s and machine shops are under the 
sidewalk and there is no danger from them. 

Chief M. F. Reeves, of the Third Battalion, vis- 
ited the Metropolitan Theatre, on Broadway, yes- 
terday afternoon, and found it in a dilapidated 
condition. There were apparent a great many de- 
ficiencies, and extreme carelessness was displayed 
in hanging the drapery about the gas-lights in the 
dressing-rooms. In the sub-cellar were 20 cart- 
loads of ashes and rubbish. A large quantity of 
seenery was stowed inthe flies. The width of a 
flight of stairs leading from the flies to the roof 
is only 20 inches. There were no fire appliances 
except a few buckets of water on either side of 
the stage. The proscenium wall is of wood, where- 
as it ought to be of brick. Chief Reeves recom- 
mended that askylight shouid be piaced over the 
stage, and that among other things the house 
should be kept clear of inflammable material. 
The gas meter, he thought, should be taken from 
the stage and placed where it would not be 
touched by fire, and the theatre should be supplied 
with hose. About the only really good features of 
the house are the exits, which are ample.

LARGE CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE ENDOW- 
MENT FUND BY MR. SENEY AND OTHERS. 


The New-York Wesleyan University Alum- 
ni Club held its thirteenth annual reunion and din- 
nerat Martinelli’s, Fifth-avenue and Sixteenth- 
street, last night. President John W. Beach, of 
the university, occupied the chair. Among the 
gentlemen in attendance were Mr. George I. Se- 
ney, the banker and philanthropist; Judge George 
G. Reynolds, Oliver Hoyt, Daniel Curry, D. D., 
James M. King, D. D., Profs. George Prentice and 
Cc. T. Winchester, Charles Seott, of Philadelphia; 


Judge Loekwood, of Connecticut; the Rev. Dr. 
Butts, of Drew Seminary; Dr. George F. Kettelil, 
J. O. Peck, D. D., Prof. Henry Sewall, of 
Baltimere; C. wW. L. Morrow, the Hon. 
William Ingraham, the Hon. A. T. Tallmadge, 
of Bridgeport; Assistant United States Attorney 
W. C. Wallace, George F.°Upham, D. D., James 
H. Taft, Chauncey Shaffer, and the] Rey. John 
Inskip. Dr. King was the toastmaster. When the 
dinner had been disposed of President Beach rose: 
and responded to the toast ‘‘ Our Alma Mater.”’ He 
began by giving an outline of the material progress 
of Wesleyan University during the past few years; 
said that, thanks to the generosity of its friends, 
the endowment fund of the college had grown to 
$250,000 last year. If the institution had progressed 
as well as that this year it would make the year 
rank as a golden year inits history. But they had 
done vastly better, and generous friends had been 
more generous still. An immense inerease had 
been made inthe endowment fund, a very large 
proportion of it being the gift of that bene- 
factor and friend of the university. Mr. George 
I. Seney, [applause,] who, he was glad to 
say, was with them as a weleome and hon- 
ored guest. The endowment fund of the college 
to-day amounted in round figures to about $600,000, 
and the Trustees had recently been making an ef- 
fort to increase it to $800,000. Mr. Seney had gen- 
erously and nobly came forward to aid the Trus- 
tees in the matter and devoted to the fund the 
munificent sum of §$100,000, on condition that an 
equal sum shall be raised among other friends of 
old Wesleyan. The Trustees raised about $50,000, 
and again Mr. Seney had come forward and given 
the other $50,000 of the second conditional sum of 
$100,000. This made his gifts to the institu- 
tion aggregate $550,000, eontributed at various 
times. Thus, the endowment fund ofthe university 
amounted to-day to nearly $800,000. Mr. Seney 
had recently; generously given $100,000 to the 
university, also for the establishment of porma- 
nent free scholarships. [Applause.] Mr. Seney 
now proposed to give still another $100,000 on con- 
dition that an equal sum be raised, which would 
swell the total endownitnt fund to ten hundred 
thousand dollars, and make the old csllege a mil- 
lionaire. [Loud applause.] He thought there was 
nothing that cameso gracefully to them as this 
gift of $100,000, and the man who would be cynical 
enough to find fault with it would find fault with 
the kingdom of heaven—if such a man were ever 
permitted to go there. At the close of Prof. 
Beach's remarks three cheers for George I. Seney 
were proposed and given with a will. Other toasts 
were responded to by Dr. George H. Whitney, J. 
E. Eustis, A. D. Vail, D. D., W. C. Wallace, A. D. 
Rockwell, D. D., D. Curry, D. D., and others. 

Mr. Seney was called on for a speech, but a mem- 
ber arose and said Mr. Seney was wealthy enough 
and wise enough not to venture into such a place 
as this without providing himself with a substitute, 
and he therefore asked Mr. Burton Beach to reply. 
Mr. Beach said it was difficult to believe people 
now when they put in the plea, ‘‘ I am no speaker,” 
since Gen. Grant, who had sat down to six dinners 
a day for six years past without anybody 
suspecting him of being able to make a 
speech, had come out finally as a prince of after- 
dinner speakers. Still it might be very appropri- 
ately said that ‘‘actions speak louder than words.” 
Starr King once spoke of what he called “the elo- 
quence of philanthropic endeavor,” and it was 
only fair to credit Mr. Seney with being a master 
of that kind of eloquerce. Mr. Beach closed by 
saying Mr. Seney had shown himself the ornament 
of generous minds and the shame of selfishness.

MR. BEECHER ON CHARITY. 
‘*Charity” was the theme on which the Rey. 
Henry Ward Beecher talked to a large audience in 
the lecture-room of his church last evening. Asa 
text for his remarks he read the story of the 
widow who contributed her mite to the fund for 
the building of the temple, and so gave more than 


did the rich men who gave of their abundance, 
because she gave of her penury. The giving of the 
rich menin an ostentatious manner was depre- 
cated in comparison with the gift of her whom 
Mr. Beecher characterized as a “little dried up 
widow—at least there is no harmin calling or 
thinking her so, as it won’t hurt her feelings any 
now—a woman without a name, the story of 
whose charity will live till the end of the 
world.” He dwelt at length upon _ the 
fact that there are very’ few, indeed, 
whose charities bear any roper proportion 
to their power of giving, and that, therefore, their 
charities are not so great as of those who give 
from their poverty more than their share. He cited 
an incident in his own life where he had supported 
a ey who were in abselute want, and then 
found his charity overshadowed by these recipients 
who had taken in a still more miserable person 
than they and divided their eharity with him, This 
and other incidents cited taught him that the great 
generosity of the world all lies below the medium 
line of ‘wealth. He condemned in unmeasured 
terms selfishness of all kinds, even that of the 
scholar who, refusing to enrich the world by his 
knowledge, becomes “a living sepulchre of en- 


tombed knowledge.” He held that it-was danger- 
ous for a stingy man to begin giving beeause noth- 
ing grows on one so rapidly as giving after one has 
tasted its pleasure, for it is a pleasure that has no 
alloy. The lesson drawn from his remarks and 
sent home to his auditors was to give unsparingly 
in charity all that was possible, and receive in re- 


turn an indescribable reward here and a never- 
ending one in the world to come.
